[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16:—Secretary 
Gage appeared today before the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency of 
the House of Representatives to pre- 
sent a bill embodying his views for a 
revision of the currency, \to explain and 
urge its provisions and\to meet any 
objections raised by the cymmittee. 

The Secretary was accompanied by 
Judge O’Connell, Solicitor of\the Treas- 
ury. Copies of the Secretary’s bill were 
handed to members of the 
and were scanned with gr 

After being introduced t¢@ the various 
gentlemen of the committee, Mr. Gage 
began his statement, speaking in an 
easy, conversational manner and fol- 
lowing his notes. He said: 

“The objects I have in mind in the 
series of provisions offered by me are 
four in number: 

“First—To commit the country thor- 
oughly to the gold standard; remove 
so far as possible, doubts and fears 
on that point, and thus strengthen the 
credit of the United States, both at 
home and abroad. 

“Second—To strengthen the treasury 
in relation to its demand liabilities, in 
which are included greenbacks, treas- 
ury notes, the incidental obligation to 
maintain on a parity, through inter- 
changeability for gold, so far as may 


be necessary, the present large volume 


of silver certificates and silver dollars. 
“Third—To do this in such @ way as 
not to contract the volume of circula- 


nes in the hands of the people. 


“Fourth—To take an initial step to- 
ward a system of bank-note issues 


without the conditional deposit of pub- 


lic bonds as security therefor. 

“If we prosper as a people, the rev- 
enue of the government ought to be 
somewhat in advance of its expendi- 
tures, and the public debt of the United 
States gradually be reduced and finally 
extinguished. Looking at the question 
widely, from my best point of knowl- 
edge and experience, I felt if these 
conditions could be secured, the condi- 
tion of the government in its relation 
to the currency would be much safer 
and stronger than now, and that 
through the operation of national bank- 
note currency the commercial and in- 
dustrial interests of the United States 
would be greatly advantaged.” 

Turning from his notes, Mr. Gage 
lets extemporoneously as fol- 
ows: 

“As to the first proposition—to com- 
mit the country more thoroughly to the 
gold standard; remove as far as pos- 
sible doubts and fears on that~ point. 
and thus strengthen the United States, 
both home and abroad—I would sav 
that the proposition to refund the 
bonded debt o6f United States now 
payable in coin into bonds bearing on 
their face a lower rate of interest 
and payable, principal and interest, in 
gold, is a measure directed to that 
end. It costs nothing to the govern- 
ment whatever, so far as the refund- 
ing of it,is concerned, except the ex- 
penditure necessary to print the bonds 
and do the clerical work. 

“It takes ambiguity out of the re- 
lations of the government to its cred- 
itors; it gives, I believe, a strength 
and security and power to the whole 
commercial and industrial system of 
the United States, and the measure as 
it is prepared here in the bill, in mv 
opinion, will accomplish that object. 
The other measures which are before 
you, which I am now ‘ready to be 
questioned about, have been drawn to, 
accomplish not only the objects 
named, but the various purposes al- 
ready detailed by me. If they are 
worthy objects, they ought to be re- 
cognized and secured. 

“If they are unworthy objects, thev 
ought to be rejected, or if the manner 
of securing them {fs not a wise one, as 
I have outlined it, the manner ought 
to be rejected, or reformed or im- 
proved.”’ 

After this initial statement it was 
deemed advisable to read the bill pre- 
sented by the Secretary, in detail, and 
discuss it by sections.

A TARIEE COMMISSION. 


RECOMMENDED BY THE NATIONAL 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


Better Quarantine Regulations 
Urged—Amendments Asked for 
the Interstate Commerce Law 
So as to Permit Pooling by 
Railroads. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—At_ to- 
day’s session of the National Board of 
Trade Mr. Elliott of Philadelphia read 
a paper in favor of the establishment 
of a permanent tariff commission. A 
resolution urging upon Congress the 
creation of such a commission was 
adopted, also one recommending “such 
legislation by Congress as will unify 
the quarantine regulations of the coun- 
try for protection against imported 
dangers, and enable health inspectors 
to give the least possible hinderance 
to trade and travel consistent with 
safety.” 

Mr. Eckert of Chicago presented a 
report favoring the adoption of such 
legislation as will define the manu- 
facture, sale, importation and expor- 
tation of mixed flour. The report was 
adopted. 

Mr. Thurber of New York presented 
a report on railroad transportation and 
kindred subjects, in which it said: 

“The National Board of Trade advo- 
cates legislation by Congress to amend 
the interstate commerce law so as to 
permit pooling by railroads under the 
supervisien and control of the inter- 
state commerce commission, to the end 
that unjust discriminations may be 
prevented the reasonable, uniform and 
stable rates be established.” 

A minority report on this resolution 
was presented by Mr. Vanlandingham 
of St. Louis on behalf of four mem- 
bers of the committee, strongly oppos- 
ing the pooling proposition. 

' The resolution was finally adopted 
by a two-thirds vote. 

The remaining resolution of Mr. 
Thurber was adopted, as follows: 

“As a start toward justice in trans- 
portation rates, greater uniformity in 
the classification of freight is neces- 
sary, and should the railroad companies 
fail to formulate and put in effect a 
uniform classification of freight within 
a reasonable time, that the interstate 
commerce commission should be. em- 
nowered to formulate and make effec- 
tive such specification.” 

The resolutions deprecate all move- 
‘ments locking to Bovernment owner- 
ship of railroads, reaffirms its approval 
of the anti-scalper bill, now pending in 
Congress, and says that “as the de- 
cisions of the United States Supreme 
Court have so weakened the power of 
the interstate commerce commission 
to perform the duties originally out- 
lined for it, we petition Congress so to 
amend the interstate commerce law as 
to clothe the commission with power 
to carry out the original intentions of 
the act.” : 

The board, by invitation, called on 
President McKinley. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS.

DEMAND OBLIGATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


The discussion brought from Mr. 
Gage another general statement of all 
the demand obligations of the United 
States. He said he spoke from the 
experience of a practical banker in 
saying that all the demands against 
the government would not be presented 
at one time. It was a tenet of bank- 
ing that all demands did not come at 
once. If they did, the banks would 
not last long. For that reason it was 
necessary Only to provide against a 
small percentage of the demand. Mr. 
Jordan, the sub-treasurer at New York; 
had said to him that all the trouble in 
redemption was caused by the last 
-$200,000,000 of demands. The Secretary 
concurred in this view. If, therefore, 
$200,000,000 was set aside in a redemp- 
tion fund, it would, to a large extent, 
relieve the demand. 

Mr. Newlands of Nevada argued that 
a contraction of the currency would oc- 
cur, under the Secretary’s bill, if the 
banks currendered their notes and took 
the refunding bonds which were pro- 
posed as a basis for the notes. 

Mr. Gage conceded that this might 
occur, but he thought the chances of 
it were exceedingly remote. 

Mr. Cox of Tennessee made the point 
that under the bill banks would get 
circulation up to the par value of 
banks deposited at a reduced rate of in- 
terest, while, at the same time, the 
government was to pay 2% per cent. 
intercet on the bonds which the banks 
rot their circulation with. 

Mr. Gage answered that the pro- 
posed bill was. but a first step. It 
had to recognize the fact that e na- 
tional banking law provided posits 
of bonds as the basis of circulation. 
That being the case, he had deemed 
it wise as a first step to reduce the 
interest on the bonds. When that de- 
sirable end was accomplished, further 
steps could be taken toward a with- 
drawal of the government’s guaranty 
for bank-rote issues and the interde- 
pendence between the banks and the 
government. 

The hearing had continued until 12:30 
o’clock, and as several members de- 
sired to go on the floor of the House, 
it was arranged that Mr. Gage would 
resume his hearing before the com- 
mittee at 10 o'clock tomorrow. 

In the course of his statement, Mr. 
Gage said his bill would be supple- 
mented at a later day by another 
measure carrying out the recommenda- 
tion of the President that the Secretary 
of the Treasury be empowered to bor- 
row, When circumstances demanded, 
$100,600,000 for a term not exceeding 
one year. This power weuld not be 
exercised except at rare intervals, but 
it would have a steadyjng effect from 
the knowledge it gave the market that 
the power existed. With this power 
to borrow in caee cf need and the 
measures provided by his bill,- Mr. 
Gage said, he would just as leave run 
the government finances as to run any 
bank, as there would be no more re- 
sponsibility or hazard.

Mr. Frye of the Commerce Commit- 
tee favorably reported, and the Senate 
passed, a bill directing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to purchase or construct 
a suitable vessel for revenue-cutter 
service on the Yukon River, in Alaska, 
to cost not to exceed $40,000. 

Mr. Allison of the Appropriation 
Committee reported favorably the 
House joint resolution providing for a 
recess of Congress from December 18 
to January 15. The resolution was 
adopted. | 

Mr. Hawley of the Military Affairs 
Committee reported the resolution of 
Mr. McBride of: Oregon for the relief 
of American miners and other sufferers 
in the Yukon Valley of Alaska. The 
committee struck out all but the enact- 
ing clause and amended the resolution 
by appropriating $250,000, which is to 
be used by the Secretary of War for 
the purchase of subsistence and sup- 
plies and for their transportation and 
distribution, the consent of the Cana- 
dian government first to be obtained to 
pass over Canadian territory. The res- 
olution further provided that the sup- 
plies are to be transported by means 
of reindeer, the reindeer to be sold after 
they have performed their service. M. 
Hawley asked for immediate considera- 
tion of the resolution, and it was then 
adopted. 

Mr. Pettigrew asked the adoption of 
a resolution directing the Secretary of 
the Interior to furnish the Senate an 
itemized statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of the Central Pacific Rail- 
way for each year from 1871 to 1897, the 
statement also to show the subsidies 
poid to steamboat companies. 

“T hope soon,” said Mr. Wolcott, “to 
make a statement concerning the work 
of the monetary commission. Quite 
naturally the statement I shall make 
will be unofficial, but it will contain 
information that may be of interest» 
and value to the Senate. As I have 
been absent from the country about 
nine months I have not, since my re- 
turn, on account of an accumulation 
of business, been able to prepare such 
a statement as I ghould like to make 
to the Senate. lr the Senator om 
Nebraska (Allen) will permit, the ques- 
tion might go over until after the re- 
cess, when, about the middle of next 
month, I shall be able to discuss this 
subject.’”’ 

Mr. Stewart of Nevada said he had 
been satisfied from the first that the 
efforts of the commission would fail. 
He had always advocated independent 
action by the United States to secure 
bimetallism, and he thought that the 
effort to secure the coéperation of for- 
eign nations would not be only un- 
necessary, but dangerous. He said 
that the codperation of France with 
our commissioners was more than he 
had reason to hope for, but he was 
perfectly satisfied that England could 
not be brought to agree to the free 
coinage of silver. In the course of 
his remarks Mr. Stewart said that the 
utterances of the President and the 
Secretary of the Treasury proved that 
this was a gold standard administra- 
tion. 

This statement brought Mr. Chandler 
of. New Hampshire to his feet. He 
said that Secretary Gage had never 
announced that the present administra- 
tion was in favor of a gold standard, 
and he did not believe that the Senator 
from Nevada desired to misrepresent 
the administration. 

Mr. Stewart disclaimed any. inten- 
tion to misrepresent Mr. McKinley or 
Secretary Gage, but he insisted that 
the words and actions of the secretary 
established the truthfulness of his 
statement. 

In response to an inquiry, Mr. Wol- 
cott said he did not think the com- 
mittee had any intention of making a 
report at this time, and+sas a matter 
of fact he did not know when the re- 
port would be made. 

“There is no desire upon the part of 
anybody,” said Mr. Wolcott, “to pro- 
long negotiations after all hope of 
success has disappeared. No member 
of the committee will delay for an hour 
the announcement of its decision after 
a decision one way or the other shail 
have been reached.” 

Mr. Allen said he had always been 
satisfied that iniernational bimetallism 
was a dream—an ideality that would 
never be aitained—but he was willing 
to atford the commission all reasonable 
latitude. He asked that the resoiution 
go over until the 15th of next month, 
and it was so agreed.

Mr. Pritchard of North Carolina, 
chairman cof the Committee on Civil 
Service, Which is engaged in a general 
investigation cf the civil service sys- 
tem, followed in a speech dealing with 
the general features of the civil service 
law. It was, he said, a cingular co- 
incidence that it never occurred to Mr. 
Cleveland to make his sweeping exten- 
sions of the civil service law until he 
reached that point where it was ob- 
vious to him that his party was to be 
repudiated by the American pecpie at 
the next general election, nor until 
nearly all of the Republicans had been 
remuved from office and their places 
filled with simon-pure Democrats. 

Ai 2 o’clock the bill went over to a 
future day, and on motion of Mr. Quay, 
the Senate went into executive session. 

The executive session lasted an hour, 
and then at 3 o’clock the Senate 
adjourned. 

‘tne mouse teday passed a Dill ap- 
propriating $175,000 for the reliei of the 
people who are in the Yukon River 
country, and also the bill passed by 
the Senate yesterday to. prohibit 
pelagic s.aling by American citizens, 
The former bill encountered practi- 
cally no opposition. As passed, the 
sum carried by it is to be expended 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
War for the purchase, transportation 
and distribution of subsistence stores. 

It provides that these subsistence 
stores may be sold at prices fixed by 
the Secretary of War or dcnated where 
the people are unable to pay for them. 
It empowers him to purchase reinceer 
and employ drivers not citizens of the 
Uniied States, and afterward to dis- 
pose of the reindeer. 

The bill to prohibit pelagic sealing 
was warmly am-agonized by Mr. Jconn- 
son of North Dakota, Mr. Loud of Cali- 
fornia, Mr. Hepburn and others, and 
in the cours> of the debate there was 
some excecdingly caustic criticism on 
the course of the Bering Sea negotia- 
tions, past and present. 

Mr. Cannon (Rep.) of Illinois brought 
forward the bill for the relief of the 
miners in the Klondike region, and Mr. 
Savers (Dem.) of Texas and Mfr. 
Bailey (Dem.) of Texas spoke in fa- 
vor of it. 

Mr. Cannon.submitted to the House 
a statement prepared by Dr. Sheldon 
Jackson, cne of the agents of the Com- 
missioners of Education, who was in 
the K'iondike region as far up the river 
as Fort Yukon, that the food supply 
on the upper Yukon would not last be- 
yond March, and he indorses the rec- 
ommendation of the Secretary of War 
tha: feod be sent in by reindeer via 
Dyca. 

The bill was passed without division, 
though ‘ there were scattered noes 
when the Speaker called for the nega- 
tive vote. Secrciary Alger was cn the 
floor during the debe. , 

Mr. Hitt (Rep.) of Lilinois: chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
secur.d unanimous consent for the con- 
sideration of the bill passed by the 


Scnate yesterday to prohibit nelagic 
sealing by citizens of the United 
States. He explained its scome and 


enactment in view of the pending ne- 
gotiations with, Great Britain. . 

Mr. Hopkins (Rep.) of  Ilinois 
thought that a time limit should be 
-placed on the operation of the act, so 
that in case the negotiations should 
collapse our citizens should not be at 
a disadvantage. Mr. Hitt said our 
government did not admit that pelagic 
Sealing Was aright. It was a barbar- 
ity. We were pressing upon Great 
Britain a negotiation for the protec- 
tion of the seals tthat three govern- 
ments had already agreed to. If we 
were sincere, we should pass this meas- 
ure, 

Mr. Johnson (Rep.) of North Dakota 
made a vigorous speech of an hour in 
opposition, and said that the effect of 
this bill and negotiations now being 
conducted would be the bolstering up 
of the two great British industries; one 
in the Bering Sea, and the other in 
London. ‘The present herd was not 
worth protecting. The purpose was to 
build up a new herd. He declared that 
Canada would only be willing to join 
with us in prohibiting pelagic sealing 
on condition that we should allow her 
to write our tariff laws. 

Mr. Johnson said we had been humil- 
iated and shamed hy the complete sur- 
render of our rights and honors at the 
Paris tribunal. He was particularly 
sarcastic in his reference to Hon. John 
W. Foster, whom he termed the “Great 
Surrenderer.” So great was his repu- 
tation in this line, he said, that China 
had paid him $100,000 for surrendering 
to Japan. He created much amusement 
by enumerating some of the expenses 
of the Paris tribunal, and said he did 
not marvel that the experts who had 
already made so much out of the gov- 
ernment should desire to keep up an 
agitation which permitted them to draw 
big salaries and rove over the world 
at the expense of the government. 

Mr. Johnson, as another phase of the 
question, described the destruction of 
the food fish by the seals. The recent 
increase in the catch at the fisheries 
on the Pacific Coast and Alaska he at- 
tributed to the diminution of the seal 
herd. If the sea wolves of the sea had 
been completely exterminated, he said, 
we would be sending relief to the min- 
ers in Alaska. Each seal requires ten 
pounds of fish a day. The coast of 
Alaska would become the greatest cod 
fishery in the world if these enemies of 
the fish were destroyed. 

Mr. Hepburn (Rep.) of Iowa ex- 
pressed the opinoin that we had the 
power at any time to compel Canada 
to adjust this whole question as to the 
seals. Pelagic sealing was not worth 
much more than $250,000 per annum. 
The bonding privilege granted to Cana- 
dian roads, over which we had absolute 
control, was worth twenty times as 
much ts Canada as the right of pelagic 
Sealing. He advocated retaliation as 
the weapon to be used to bring.Canada 
to terms, and said he could not under- 
stand why it had not already been em- 
ployed. 

Mr. Loud (Rep.,) of California, in 
opposition to the bill, argued that if 
our citizens to be were to be bound, 
it was advisable that they should be 
bound jointly with the subjects of 
®Great Britain. A treaty would bind 
the citizens of both countries alike. 
Why not await the outcome of the 
pending negotiations? 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, answered some of 
the criticisms which had been ad- 
vanced. The admitted evil of the 
present, he said, was pelagic sealing, 
which evil resulted in the killing of 
30,000 seals annually. And yet, the 
gentleman from North Dakota (Mr.

Was 
this a humane proposition from a gov- 
ernment which was urging humanity 
on other nations? Mr. Hitt referred 
to the barbarity of the practice of 
killing the defenseless seal pups.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 16.—The 
mystery attending the brutal murder 
of Mrs. Mary C. Clute in a Guerrero- 
street flat last evening, has appar- 
ently been solved. After a severe 
struggle, she was beaten to death with 
an iron coupling-pin, which crushed 
her skull, and the police are satisfied 
the man who used the deadly weapon 
is now in custody. He is a Russian 


known Hoff, but his 
full name, written by him- 
self, is Albert Frederick George Ver- 


ensenockockhoff. He says that he 
was born in Baden in 1830, but he does 
not appear to be 50 years of age. 

He has been employed by. Mrs. Clute 
to help her move, and to make over 
some mattresses. Knowing that he 
had been assisting in the work of pre- 
paring Mrs. Clute’s newly-rented flat 
for occupancy, and being satisfied 
that the carpet-layers, Foley and 
Jackson, who had been there on the 
same day, were innocent of the crime, 
the police were on the lookout for 
Hoff. Greatly to the surprise of 
Chief Lees, the suspgcted man walked 
into the Police Station today and 
told a story regarding his visit to the 
Clute flat, which at first seemed 
plausible. Clever cross-examination, 
however, soon involved the Russian 
in a maze of contradictions, and he 
Was placed under arrest as a suspect. 

Suspicion as to his guilt was soon 
changed to certainty, for this evening 
he was positively identified by Mrs. 
L. A. Legg, who occupies the flat 
directly under the rooms where the 
murder was committed, as the man 
whom she and her invalid father-in- 
law saw leaving the house after they 
had been alarmed by Mrs. Clute’s dy- 
ing calls for help. 

Mrs. Legg asserts that she cannot 
be mistaken. While the aged Mr. Legg 
was trying to summon the neighbors, 
she took her husband’s revolver and 
went upstairs. Here she saw Hoff, 
got a good look at him, and saw him 
leave the place after the carpet-layers 
had gone, and just subsequent to the 
commission of the awful crime. He 
hag also been identified by Foley as the 
man who was in the house when he 
and Jackson left. . 

Further strong circumstantial evi- 
dence that he is the murderer is fur- 
nished by. the fact that he. is left- 
handed, and that his left hand is badlv 
cut,’ The flange of the coupling pin 
With .which Mrs. Clute was killed is 
sharp and ragged, and holding a tight 
grasp could easily have caused the 
wound, which, he says, was made bv 
a tack. The police surgeon, however. 
says it could not have been produced 
except by some heavy instrument. 

There was evidence of a severestrug- 
gle, but no indication that the assas- 
sin accomplished his evident purpose. 
That robbery was not his motive is 
shown by the large amount of money 
Hoff, who still 
maintains his innocence, is a Socialist 
and an anarchist, and is reputed to 
be connected with the nihilists. No 
faith is put in his statement that he 
is 67 years old. 

The explanation of his going to the 
police office on his own volition is 
found in the fact that the other men 
on whom suspicion at first Msted did 
the same, and their statements were 
mecentes by the officers as satisfac- 
ory.

Spokane and San Diego are to Be 


Connected. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]

At present the Sunset elephone line 
‘uns southward to Kugene, Or., then 
Cal., a distance of 300 
miles, through Siskiyou Mountains. 
[This gap is to be closed next year. A 
series of circuits which can be con- 
aected in a continuous line is now in 
»peration between Boston and Omaha. 
This line is about seventeen hundred 
niles long, 129 miles shorter than the 
3pokane-San Diego line. An exten- 
sion to Helena is not improbable from 
spokane, 
This would make the line 2211 miles 
n length, and make a long-distance 
record not likely to be equaled until 
the company gets its proposed line to 
Vawson in operation. 


STRANDED SCHOONER. 


Yhe Vesta Ashore Near Carmanah, 
on Vancouver Island, ° 


* [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAYsREPORT.] 


PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 16. 
-—All doubts as to the identity of the 
schooner which on Tuesday was sighted 
ashore near Carmanah, on Vancouver 
[sland, by the steamer Empress, were 
removed this morning on the arrival 
of the mail steamer Garland from Neah 


' Bay, which brought the entire crew of 


the wrecked schooner. She proved to 
be the Vesta, which left Ventura No- 
vember 20 in ballast for Port Blakely. 
The crew consisted of eight men, Capt. 
H. Lundvalt in command. 
CAPTAIN’S STORY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 

Capt. Lundvalt gives the following 
eccount of the wreck: 

“On the 38d of December, thirteen 
Jays out from San Buenaventura and 
off the coast of Northern California, we 
were overtaken by @ terrible storm, 
and for seven days and nighis the wind 
blew a big hurricane, waves sweeping 
‘he schooher’s decks every few minutes. 
During all this time I held the schooner 
mn her course, but being tossed and 
ovuffeted around by the waves, I eéuld 


aot reckon closely as to the time she 


was making. At a little after 4 o'clock 
2 the morning of December 10, the 
spray, Which for days had enveloped 
us, suddenly lifted up, and I realized 
that the schooner was in’ close -qyar- 
vers. 

wara rocks tn tha right and 


rocks to the left of us, but no rocks 
directly ahead. Knowing that it was 
impossible to turn back, I headed the 
schooner straight ahead and in three 
minutes she was ashore on soft sand on 
the beach, nine miles southeast of 
Carmanah light. Every man aboard 
escaped with his effects, and in less 
than two hours the schooner had filled 
and was being twisted and rocked to 
pieces by the tremendous waves which 
rolled against and over her.” 

From the scene of the wreck, Capt. 
Lundvalt and seven men made their 
way to Carmanah, where they were 
cared for by the lightkeepers. For 
three days they waited for the sea to 
subside sufficiently to enable them to 
go in small boats to Neah Bay, and 
not until yesterday did they succeed 
in getting away and reaching’ the 
steamer landing. Capt. Lundvalt says 
that by this time there is nothing left 
of the schooner worth saving. 


SCHOEDDE’S ALL DENIAL. 


Had Nothing to Do With Emasculat- 
ing Charlies Harris.

SANTA CRUZ, Dec. 16.—M. Schoedde, 
the veterinary surgeon on trial for 
mayhem, testified this morning. in the 
Superior Court that he was engaged to 
perform an operation on Charles Har- 
ris by George Plyler, who told him 
that Harris had outraged Mrs. Plyler 
at the point of a pistol and choked her.

THE TEMESCAL ASSASSIN. 


An Insane Man Thought to Have 
Killed Pat Murphy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


OAKLAND, Dec. 16. — Two desperate, but 
unsuccessful, attempts of an insane man to 
commit murder this evening are believed by 
the police to fix the identity of the assassin 
of Patrick Murphy, who was killed at Tem- 
escal last night. 

About 8 o’clock tonight a bullet was fired 
at a pedestrian who was passing the residencé 
of a man named Uhl, formerly an inmate of 
an insane asylum. The shot evidently came 
from the house, and Constable Gus Koch went 
to the place to investigate. The door was 
opened by Uhl, who fired at the officer point 
blank. The bullet grazed Koch’s neck and 
cut a furrow in the velvet collar of his over- 
coat, and the powder burned his face and 
eyes.

The Money Obtained from the Bel- 
mont Banking Firm Was Secured 
by Cleverly Forged Draft 
and Letters, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] News has been received 
of the death at Havana of Juan 
Uriarte, a Spaniard, who, in March, 
1896, swindled the banking house of 
August Belmont & Co. out of $24,00). 
Uriarte presented a forged draft from 
Hidalgo & Co. of Havana, payable to 
the order of Manuel Gonzales Men- 
doca, the name which the swindler 
had assumed. 

On the same steamer that brought~ 
Uriarte here from Havana was mailed 
a letter from Hidalgo & Co., asking 
Belmont & .Co. not to bother Sefior 
Don Manuel Gonzales Mendoca> with 
the formality of identification should 
he present himself at the banking- 
house to cash a draft for $24,000. The 
letter contained a specimen of Men- 
docia’s writing as a safeguard for 
the Belmonts. Of course, the letter 
was a forgery, like the draft, but both 
were so cleverly executed that not the 
least suspicion was aroused as to the 
genuineness of either. The cashier 
asked Uriarte to sign, and his signa- 
ture corresponded perfectly with that 
inclosed in Hidalgo’s letter. The gen- 
tlemanlike appearance of the stranger 
did the rest, and $24,000 was paid over 
and has never been recovered. 

A few days afterward, when it was 
discovered that the draft was a for- 
gery, the Havana police suspected 
Uriarte, and some other member of 
the gang of bank swindlers in that 
city. Uriarte was caught in Spain 
and brought to Havana. The Spanish 
authorities refused to grant his ex- 
tradition, and he has been kept await- 
ing trial in the Havana jail since 
April. 1896. There he died recently 
of torture and starvation. 

The story of Uriarte’s last days, adds 
a gloomy page to the record of his re- 
markable criminal career. As ex-of- 
ficer of the navy and a Spaniard bv 
birth, he was an irreconcilable enemv 
to the Cubans. With the money he 
procured from the Belmont, Uriarte 
was able to secure good quarters and 
meals from an outside restaurant, but 
his funds gave out and he was sent 
to live with the common herd in a 
place filthy beyond description. There 
he schemed to blackmail several of- 
ficials in order to raise money, and 
being betrayed, was then tortured and 
deprived of food for several days. In 
a dying condition, he was sent to the 
hospital at Aldecoa, which, during the 


last months of Weyler’s administra- }- 


tion, had not sufficient food to supplv 
the patients, so Uriarte died of hunger 
and ill-treatment, like hundreds of 
others. 

The correspondent here of Hidalgo & 
Co., of Havana, received the news a 
few days ago that one of Uriarte’s ac- 
complices in the $24,000 swindle, had 
died as miserably as he, in the penal 
colony in Africa. The third one, how-) 
ever, who escaped to Mexico with the 
largest part of the money, jis said 
to have invested it there in a good 
business.

HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION. 

Prior to the assembling of the pres- 
ent session of Congress, the announce- 
ment was made with more or less Os- 
tentation that the annexation of Ha- 
waii was a foregone conclusion. it was 
freely asserted by the friends of an- 
nexation that a careful poll of the 
Senate had been ‘made, showing a 
clear majority of more than two-thirds. 
in favor of the pending treaty, thus 
insuring its prompt ratification early 
in the Congressional session. 

This confident attitude of the annex- 
ationists has undergone a decided mod- 
ification since the opening of the Con- 
gressional session. It is now conceded 


by the annexationists that they can- | 


not command the two-thirds majority 
necessary to the ratification of the 
treaty. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Affairs still holds to its pur- 
pose to press consideration of the 
treaty at an early day, but the air of 
confidence in the outcome has been 
succeeded by a tacit acknowledgment 
of defeat. It is proposed, however, in 
case the treaty be not ratified by the 
requisite two-thirds majority in the 
Senate, to accomplish annexation, if 
possible, by joint resolution, which 
would require only a majority vote 
of the two houses of Congress. This 
plan may possibly successful, 
though the Senate, under its rules, can. 
postpone final action indefinitely, with 
‘a strong probability of defeating the 
measure altogether. 

Tub Trves has frequently cited rea- 
sons, which it regards as conclusive, 
for opposing the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Isjands to the United States. 
The discussion of this question during 
the past few months has served rather 
to confirm than to change the views 
previously expressed. It has become 
the established policy of this govern-. 
ment to avoid entangling alliances or 
disputes with governments outside of 
our continental boundaries. The ‘an- 
nexation of fhese islands in the mid- 
Pacific would be a distinct violation of 
the policy which we have pursued: 
since the organization of our govern- 
ment. It would constitute an entirely 
new departure in our governmental 
policy, and would be an experiment of 
very doubtful expediency, to say the 
least. The United States has all the 
territory that it can govern advan- 
tageously, and the acquirement of ad- 
ditional territory would be unwise and 
inexpedient; especially is this true of 
territory separated from our-shores by 
more than two thousand miles of sea, 
The acgquirement of this territory 
would necessarily involve its defense. 
It is unnecessary to point out the fact 
that such defense would be tremen- 
cdously expensive, and would involve 
a large increase of our naval arma- 
ment in Pacific waters, which would 
otherwise not be required, and which, 
if created, could be made of vastly 
more service in defending the imme- 
diate shores of the Pacific Coast than 
if our new ships were stationed two 
thousand miles away, where the 
enemy's fleet would be able to sail all 
around them. 

The interests of California are 
plainly opposed to the consummation 
of the scheme of Hawaiian annexa- | 
tion. There can be no reasonable doubt | 
that this State is destined to become | 
the principal sugar-producing section 
of the United States. Our soil and cli- 
nate are peculiarly adapted to that 
industry, and its extensive and rapid 
development is one of the certainties 
of the near future. Hawaiian annexa- 
tion would subject us to ruinous com- 
petition with the sugar output of the 
islands, which is produced by under- 
paid Mongolian labor. The American | 
people have pronounced in favor of 
tariff protection against the heap labor 
of foreign lands. It would be folly, 
while pursuing this policy toward al] 
the rest of the world, to admit the 
products of Hawaii on an equality with 
the products of our own well-paid 
labor. | 

The population of Hawaii outside of | 
the small number of Americans tnd | 
Europeans residing in the islands, is 
not of a character such as to war- 
rant its incorporation,into the citizen- 
ship of this republic. The native Ha- 
waiians, the Chinese, the Japanese, the ' 
Portuguese, and the conglomerate mix- 
ture of other races, are unfit for the 
duties. and responsibilities of Ameyi- 
fan citizenship. The vast tide of for- 
eign immigration which has poured 
upon our shores for a generation past 
bas given us many .and serious prob- 
lems for solution. Our statesmen are 
now busy devising measures to creck 
this tide of undesirable immigrants,

evil results which have flowed from 
our past policy of unrestricted immi- 
gration. It would be folly, under such 
circumstances, to add to the volume of 
our undesirable population by the an- 
nexation of a group of small and iso- 
lated tslands two thousand miles away 
in the Pacific Ocean. These islands are 
of but littie real value to the United 
States, in any event, and the prospec- 
tive expense and trouble which their 
annexation would involve, would more 
than offset any advantages which could 
accrue from their incorporation into 
the territory of the United States. 

As to Pearl Harbor, Uncle Sam 
could well afford to give it up alto- 
gether, rather than have an Old Man 
of the Sea saddled upon his shoulders, 
broad though they be. 


AN EVANGELICAL “CAMPAIGN OF EDU- 
CATION.” 

The National Evangelical Alliance 
has inaugurated a new movement, by 
which it is hoped to reach, with educa- 
tional literature, a large class of per- 
sons who are not easily reached by 
ordinary methods. It is proposed to 
publish a series of leaflets, by promi- 
nent authors, under the general head- 
ing of “Truths for the Times,” and to 
distribute the same to the public, free 
of charge, through the young peoples’ 
leagues and other organizations of the 
various churches. There is to be a se- 


foreign Americans, discussing such 
topics as the following: (1.) “The 
Meaning and Value of Naturalization,” 
(2.) “The Rights of the Naturalized 
Citizen,” (3.) “The Duties of the 
Naturalized Citizen,” (4.) “The Value 
of a Vote, (5.) “The Fundamental 
Principles of American  Institu- 
bare’ and the like. These will be 
translated into as many languages as 
I may be necessary. There will be an- 
other good-citizenship series for native 
Americans. Other series will be pre- 
pared in the interest of Sabbath re- 
form, temperance reform, social pu- 
rity, ete. 

Leaflets on good citizenship have al- 
ready been prepared by Bishop Hunt- 
ington, President E. Benjamin An- 
drews, Prof. John R. Commons, Dr. 
Washington Gladden and Dr. Josiah 
Strong. Others in the same series are 
promised from Carl Schurz, Prof. 
Woodrow Wilson, Richard Watson Gil- 
der, Dr. Albert Shaw, E. L.. Godkin, 
Prof. Jesse Macy, Prof. E. J. James, 
Dr. E. E. Hale, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Dean George Hodges, Bishop Malla- 
lieu, Charles Dudley Warner and Dr. 
Charles H. Parkhurst. 

This is certainly a large undertaking, 
and no good reason is apparant why 
it should not be productive of excellent 
results, provided the literature circi- 
lated be of the right kind. To command 
the confidence of the public at large, 
and to achieve the beneficial results 
hoped for, the movement must be kept 
free from partisanship and sectarian- 
ism. It must avoid the advocacy of 
iarrow theories and issues. Its work 
must be conducted on broad and lib- 
eral lines, and in such a manner as to 
command it to ‘conservative and 
thoughtful men of all political parties 
and all shades of opinion on religious, 
economie and reformatory subjects. 

There is common ground upon which. 


all good citizens can stand, in the work 


of elevating the standards of citizen- 
ship, of intelligence, and of morality. 


i So long as the educational movement 


inaugurated by the Evangelical Alli- 
ance occupies this high moral ground, 
it will be productive of beneficial re- 
suits and will have an increasing influ- 
ence for good. Departure from this pol- 
icy will inevitably result in the failure 
of the undertaking.

AN INFAMOUS GANG. 


Teacher Who Lost Her Place Be- 
enuse She Could not Buy One of 
Hartlett’s Pianos. 


CONFESSIONS OF VILLAINY. 
ADAMS AND AXTELL WERE 


WEBD’S JACKALS, 


Adnms Did Some Petty Biackmail- 
ing on His Own Hook—Cortrac- 
tors Had to Give Up a 
Percentage. 


The school-board scandal reaches 
greater proportions with each day that 
passes. New cases of extortion were 
brought to light at the investigation 
last evening and others are to follow. 
Both Adams and Axtell were on the 
stand and each had revelations to 
make, 

Their testimony served to show how 
well the school-board boss chose his 
tools for the infamous work of wring- 
ing money from the _ teachers and 
school employés. Both of these men 
are confessed perjurers, and both were 
the agents in the hold-ups perpetrated. 
They have traveled so long in the 
devious ways of the Webb school. of 
practical pofitics that honesty and 
truth are almost unknown to them. 
From such witnesses Webb evidently 
believes he has little to fear, and his 
demeanor last night as his accusers 
confessed their own contradictions 
plainly betrayed his exultation. 

Fortunately for the cause of justice, 
there is corroborative evidence which 
will be forthcoming. 

Before the examination of w tnesses 
was resumed Mr. Meserve entered a 
protest against allowing any witness to 
State his inferences, as had been done 
by the witness who testified the pre- 
vious evening. He quoted the comment 
of one of the audience, “a man high in 
the councils of the Better City Gov- 
ernment League,” who, Meserve said, 
had denounced the investigation as “an 
outrage.”  Meserve insisted that the 
testimony of witnesses should be con- 
fined to facts of which they had knowl- 
edge. \ 

Judge Phillips retorted. caustically 
that he thought it unfortunate when 
the floodgates were opened by the de- 
fense a few days ago. He added the 
disquieting information that there 
would be no further occasidn to ask 
Witnesses as to their inferences, for 
the evidence to come would be direct 
and conclusive: 

After. the customary assurance from 
Dr. Mathis that he was still courting 
the fullest investigation, Miss Franc 


| Hawks, who testified Wednesday even- 
ing, Was called to the stand. 


In answer to questions she said that 
Mr...Conrey was the first person to 
question her about the attempt by 
Adams to extort money from her. Mr. 
Conrey asked her to come to his office, 
and in fhe présence of himself and Mr. 
Davis, she related the circumstances 
afterwards. given in evidence. Miss 
Hawks said her first interview with 
Mr. Gibbon was about 5 o’clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon, the day that 
she gave her'testimony. .She had not 
talked with Adams at any time since 
the investigation began. 

On cross-examination some. effort 
was. made by the defense to elicit an 


admission from the witness that she | 


entertained a feeling of resentment 
toward Webb, because she did not re- 
ceive the principalship for which she 
had applied, but Miss Hawks said she 
hadinever had any feeling beyond one 
of natural disappointment. She had 
expected the appointment, as Superin- 
tendent Foshay himself told her that 
her ‘rating was ‘excellent.’ This 
statement was subsequently confirmed 
by a reference to the records of the 
board. Miss Hawks said that though 
disappointed, she had no _ personal 
feeling against any member of the 
board, and no desire for revenge be- 
cause she was not made principal. 
AXTELL RECALLED. 

The audience wore a look of exnect- 
ant interest when Mr. Gibbon an- 
nounced that the next witness would 
be C. H. Axtell. The first question 
asked of the witness was whether he 
had any conversation with Web» con- 
cerning the impending troubles of the 
blackmailers other than the interview 
at the board rooms when it was ar- 
ranged how Axtell should testify be- 
fore the grand jury. 

“Yes,” replied Axtell, “there was a 
conversation in the basement of the 
Spring-street school. After I was 
subpoenaed to appear before the grand 
jury I sent Charlton with a peremp- 
tory message to Webb that I must see 
him at once. 

“Webb and Charlton came back to- 
gether. I asked Chariton to leave and 
Webb and I talked for about fifteen 
minutes. The main thing talked about 
was the fact that the matter had be- 
come public and we considered what 
should be done. The understanding 
reached was that we should deny ev- 
erything.”’ 

Axtell said that late in the afternoon 
of the Monday when he made his pub- 
lic confession, Jim Hellman came out 
to his house. Hellman came round and 
rapped on the kitchen window and Ak- 
tell let him in. Hellman said: “I un- 
derstand you are going to tell every- 
thing you know?” Axtell replied that 
he had taiked of going on the stand 
that evening. Hellman_vstrongly urged 
him not to testify, | said: “If you 
are bound to go up to the investigation 
tonight, you write out your resignation 
before you go.” This Axtell did, and 
gave the resignation to Hellman. 

A BIG HAUL, 

Then came the most interesting por- 
tion of Axtell’s testimony. In response 
to Mr. Gibbon’s inquiries, Axtell said 
he was acquainted with Morris, the 
janitor of the High School. Morris 
was getting $125 a month. At the usual 
rate $5 per room the salary would have 
been $200. Axtell was informed by 
Adams that Morris had béen selected 
as a victim to be fleeced, and that he 
must pay for his position. The pros- 
pect was held out that the salary might 
be raised to $200 per month, and Axtell 
was sent to inform the unfortunate 
Morris that his job:was in danger un- 
less he would give up to the black- 
mailers. 

Axtell first talked several times with 
Webb, who agreed that Morris should 
be made to surrender $200, and Webb, 
also added the condition that Morris 
should empley as assistant janitor, at 
$50 or $60 per month, one of Webb's 
Ninth Ward henchmen. 

The hold-up was carried out in the 
usual ruthless fashion. Morris was 
informed that he was to be mulcted to 
the tune of $200, and he reluctantly 
gave up. The money was paid in gold 
to Axtell, who carried it to .Adams. 
Adams received it, the witness testified, 
for Webb. 

A week later Axtell was talking the 
matter over with Morris, and told him 
that he understood that @ colored man 
was coming from the Ninth Ward to 
take the job of assistant janitor. This 
wes the man fer whom Webb had 


stipulated that a berth should be pro- 


factory and Axtell finally went to Webb 
to ask if something could not be done 
50 as to allow Morris to appoint his 
assistant himself. Webb finally agreed 
that if Morris would yield up $100 more 
he would take care of the colored man. 

Axtell told Morris of the ukase of 
the school board boss. The unlucky 
janitor went with Axtell to the Far- 
mers’ and Merchants’ Bank. Morris 
rea out $100 and handed it to Ax- 


“I took the money to Webb’s store 
and gave it to Webb,” said Axtell. 


Shortly after the vacatién began, a’ 


man came to Axtell with a note from 
Webb asking that the man be put to 
work. Webb telephoned at the same 
time to say that this was the man 
who was to have been employed in 
the High School. Axtell told the 
man what work would be given him, 
but he never came back. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

The cross-examination was almost 
entirely devoted to an effort to force 
from the witness admissions that he 
had contradicted himself upon the 
several occasions when he has testi- 
fied, both befofe the Board of Educa- 
tion and before the grand jury. 

Axtell was also questioned closely 
as to whether he had received any 
promise of protection or immunity 
from prosecution, in consideration of 
making his confession. He emphati- 
cally denied that there had been any 
such promise from any member. of 
the board. 

Meserve called attention to the fact 
that the witness had repeatedly said 
in his previous examination that he 
received no money from any school 
employé except Cooper. Axtell could 
only say that he was mistaken in such 
statements. 

Meserve questioned the witness 
closely as to his statement when last 
on the stand, that he had told all 
he knew cf attempts to extort money 
from schcol employés. Axtell ad- 
mitted that this statement was not 
correct. 

Webb’s attorney also took up Ax- 
tell’s testimony before the grand jury, 
of which he had secured a copy. 

“Why was it,” asked Meserve, “that 
you did not tell the grand jury about 


the Morris hold-up, when you _ told 
-about blackmailing Cooper?’ asked 
Meserve.

Axtell could not remember the name 
definitely, but thought it was Jackson. 
He described the man’s appearance 
and said he had seen him only once. 

. ANOTHER PETTY STEAL. 

One more robbery wes disclosed bv 
Axtell. Ee was asked whether he 
knew of any other cases of monev 
paid to members of the board and re- 
plied that Neilsen Bros. were heid un 
to the tune of $55. They were em-

ployed last summer to do calsomining | 
‘in the school buildings. Their bill was 
a large one and suggested to Adams. 


an opportunity for plunder. He said 
to Axtell that he thought the Neil- 
sens should “pay something.” Axiell 
demurred on the ground that it was 
not usual to make such. a demand 
after the work had been done. Adams 
was of the opinion, however, that the 
Neilsens should pay 10 per cent. ‘Ax- 
tell went to Webb about the matter. 
as Webb had cautioned him “not to 
take instructions from Adams.” In 
this case, however, Webb saw no rea- 
son to criticise his colleague’s sugges- 
tion. 

“He said it was all right,” testified 
Axtell, “so I collected the money. TI 


can’t tell positively, but I think I gave }. 


it to Webb.’’ 

Axtell would not say _ positivelv 
whether there were any more cases of 
extortion, but said he would think it 
over until this evening. 

Meserve introduced in evidence the 
report of the grand jury of 1893, which 
severely criticised Axtell, who was then 
head janitor of the schools. 

“That was another case of ‘poor 
Tray,,’’ said Axtell, 

“You were the poor dog?” 
Meserve. 

“Yes, I was the poor dog.” 

Axtell stated that his unconditional 
resignation was now in the hands of 
Director Davis. 

Mr. Gibbon brought out the fact that 
‘the Building Committee. consisting of 
Bartlett, Adams and Davis, recom- 
mended that the calsominine work be 
given to the Neilsens and that it was 
then referred by the board to the Sup- 
ply and Repair Committee, consisting 
of Webb, Adams ard Conrey. 

Axtell satd he was never asked to 
“collect” money from. teachers, em- 
ployés or persons doing business wi'h 
the board, until after he was forced 
to place his resignation in Webb’s 
hands last April. 
MORE VILLAINIES UNEARTHED. 

Joseph F. Adams was then placed 
upon the stand. He detailed the man- 
ner in which Prof. Rohde was held up 
for $70. Adams said Webb told him 
Rohde must pay $100 if he wished an 
increase in salary. After a few days 
Webb grew impatient and said: “See 
here, old man, I want you to get a move 
on you and get the money.” te said 
he had been disappointed about get- 
ting the money on his $500 warrant, 
and that he had recently paid $1300 to 
buy out his partner, and must. have 
money with which to go east. Adams 
then saw Rohde and got $50,-which he 
told Rohde was for Webb. Adams 
paid it over to Webb. Afterwards, 
finding Rohde a good producer he went 
back and struck him for $20 on his 
own account. 

“I didn’t press him for the balance of 
the $1600. Webb had gotten over his 
pressure and I Wasn’t quite so hard 
up myself.”’ 

Adams then proceeded to corroborate 
the story of Miss Hawks. In all es- 
sential particulars his testimony agreed 
with hers. 

Adams also corroborated Axtell’s tes- 
timony as to the extortion of $300 from 
Morris, the High School janitor. 

“I told Axtell that Webb and I 
had agreed that Morris should pay 
$200, and that Webb should put in a 
man from Boyle Heights as Morris’s 
assistant. About the time Webb told 
me to get a move on me, he told me 
to see Axtell. Then Axtell came and 
handed me an envelope with $200 in it, 
and I took it to Webb and gave it to 
him. Afterward I asked Webb if he 
got his man, and he said it was ail 
right, that it was fixed.’’ | 

Another robbery then came to light. 
Adams testified that Miss Clara 
Schroeter paid him $20 for the pur-

pose of securing a position as a. 


teacher. He had received an intima- 
tion that a young lady or her friends 
would come to see him. 

“She came and stated her business, 
and I told her as near as I could how 
it was. She seemed a little afraid to 
talk, and I told her it would cost a 
little something.” 

The young lady’s mothér then came 
to sce Adams and was informed that 
she must pay $20.. The money’ was 
paid in two installments of $10 each. 

“I put the money in my pocket,” 
said Adams, when asked who get the 
plunder. 

The only other instance that Adams 
could. recall when he had received 
money from an applicant for a posi- 
tion, was the case of McIntyre, the 
juror who figured recently in the 
Compton case. McIntyre was an ap- 
plicant for Morris's position, and 
agreed to give $100 for it. but Adams 
was not able to deliver the goods.

SENT BACK HER PIANO. 


That is Why Mrs. Gregory Lost Her 
Place as Teacher, 


Mrs. J. N. Gregory, who lives at 
No. 319 California street, will prob- 
ably be a witness tonight. She was a 
teacher in the second grade of the 
Sixth-street school, and so popular 
was she with the parents of pupils 
under her charge, that after her dis- 
missal by the present board from the 
force of teachers, a number of the 
parents sent a petition to the Board 
of Education, asking that she be re- 
instated. The lady tells her story in 
a way that carries conviction as to its 
‘truth. 

“Just before the present board came 
into power,” she said yesterday, “I 
wanted a new piano, and I looked 
about to see where I could get a good 
instrument the cheapest. I found a 
piano at Mr. Bartlett’s store for $400 
that suited me, but was afraid to take 
it on the terms offered, as I had lost 
money once before by attempting to 
buy a piano on the installment plan, 
by failing’ to keep up my payments. 
The salesman inquired who I was, and 
I told him. He then introduced me 
to Mr. Bartlett. I did not know Mr. 
Bartlett had been elected on the 
school board at that time. He came 
to me, and after ascertaining who I 
was and what I was doing, said to mes\ 
‘You had: better take the piano; 
maybe I can help you to pay for it” 
I finally bought the piano, and paid 
$25 down on it. The rest I was to pay 
at the rate of $10 per montn. 

“I kept the piano about a month. 
My husband was out of work, and I 


was informed that all married women- 


were to be dropped from the teacher's 
list. I was worried, and finally I went 
to Mr. Bartlett’s store, and told them 
to come and get the piano, as I felt 
I could not pay for it. I was a fool, 
but I didn’t know even then that Mr. 
Bartlett was on the school bcard, 
The first I knew of it was when I met 
Mrs. Potter, another teacher, who, by 
the way, also bought a piano of Bart- 
lett and kent it. She is still teach- 
ing. Mrs. Potter asked me if I. had 
heard the rumor about all married 
women in the department going to be 
discharged. I said I had, but that I 
had seen. Mr. Ennis, and he had told 
me my reports and marks from the 
office were all right. She suggested 
I see some member of the board, and 


I saw Mr. Adams. 
“Mr. Adams asked me a funny 
question. He said to me: Is your 


husband worth lots of money?” T 
old him no: that my husband had 
nsthing, and that I was teaching to 
support my children; that I had: to 
support them and myself, and that I 
had tried hard to make a good teacher. 
He renlied that he ‘guessed’ I was 
all right. 3 

“A few days later Mrs. Potter came 
to me crying. She said she had secn 
Adams, and he had intimated to her 
we must all go. She advised me to 
look out for mv position. I had un- 
derstood that if my marks, I mean 
by that, my rating as a teacher, were 
all right, IT would be retained, and I 
went again to Mr. Ennis and to Mr. 
Foshay, who told me my marks were 
good to excellent. Then I. went to 
Mr. Bartlett, as I had met him, and 
Mr. Bartlett said he thought I was in 
no danger of losing my position. This 
was just before I sent for them to 
take hack my piano. 

“Later IT met some of the teachers 
and told them what I had done. ‘Didn't 
vou see Webb?’ asked one, and I said 
no. ‘Well, you’ve made a big mistake. 
Webb will be hopping mad if he finds 
out you went to see Bartlett and didn’t 
come to see him, when he is right in 
the same store.’ I said I didn’t know 
that, but would go and see Webb at 
once. I went to see Mr. Webb, and he 
said that he didn’t know about my 
place, and asked me if the principal 
of my school would recommend me. I 
said I thought he would. ‘Better get 
him to do it,’ said Webb. I then went 
to Mr. Chilcate, principal of my school 
and he said he would gladly recom- 
mend me. 

“Tater I again met Mrs. Potter, and 
Mrs. Bradfield. Mrs. Potter was crying. 
She told me she had seen Mr. Adams 
and our positions were gone. I told 
her that Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Webb 
head informed me that if our markings 
from the superintendent’s office were 
all right we were safe. I then went 
back to Mr. Ennis and asked him about 
my markings. He,said they were all 
right, and with that I rested easy. 
Later on the list of teachers appointed 
was published and two Gregorys, A. B. 
and A. L., were on the list. I and all 
my friends thought the A. B. Gregory 
was an error, my initials being A. C. 
I went to Mr. Foshay’s office and asked 
Mr. Johnson, the secretary of the board, 
whether an error had been made, and 
he said he didn’t know; to see Dr. 
Mathis. I went to see Dr. Mathis and 
he said he didn’t know, to see Mr. 
Johnson, he should know. Finally, I 
ascertained I had been dropped. 

“Then my friends went to work, and 
they saw the board members. Webb 
told them I had been droped becaues I 
was marked ‘poor’ on the list. This 
I found out to be false. Finally, the 
parents of the pupils in my school got 
up a petition asking for my reinstate- 
ment. That petition was presented to 
the board, but was never read. It 
was pocketed. 

“In the meantime a good friend of 
mine tried to get me back, and finally 
came to me and said: ‘Mrs. Gregory, 
if you want to get your position back 
it will cost money. All of the positions 
have been sold, and there is no other 
way. They wanted $200, and I told 
them it was an outrage, but that if you 


-had-+to pay for your position, $100 was 


enough, They finally agreed. Now, can 
you raise $100?’ 

“At first I said I wouldn’t do it, and 
my husband got out and talked to a lot 
of politicians and said a great many 
things that might better have been left 
unsaid. But finally I raised the $100, 
borrowing a part of it, and the rest 
was my savings. I gave this money 
to my friend, I won’t say who it was 
now, because he was my friend. He 
simply helped me because his children 
liked me as a teacher, and had im- 
proved under my care, : 

“In a day or two he came back with 
the money. ‘It’s no use, Mrs. Gregory,’ 
he said. ‘I took the money to one mem-. 
ber of the board. but he had to see an- 
other member, and the latter said no, 
you couldn't get back. You had talked 
too much.’ 

“There the matter has rested,” said 
Mrs. Gregory. ‘My record as a teacher 
and as a woman is open ta the world. 
I am going to try and regain my posi- 
tion in the schools. I admit and am 
ashamed of the fact that I attempted 
to buy my place, but I am a woman 
with three children to supoprt, and I 
wanted to support them. I did wrong 
I know, but my friends say my fatal 
mistake was sending back that piano 
when I felt I could not pay for it.”

Little Paloma Schramm, «the won- 
derful child pianiste, fully justified 
the expectations of her friends by 
scoring a distinct triumph at her 


i first concert last evening, at Simpson 


Tabernacle. The big auditorium was 
Well-filled, in spite of a number of 
counter-attractions, and the enthu- 
siasm of the audience grew with each 
succeeding number. The child’s whole 
programme of fifteen numbers,. was 
rendered entirely from memory, and 
was remarkable throughout for its 
thorcughly artistic, intelligent inter- 
pretation, exquisite phrasing, masterly 
technique and firm, clean, velvety tone, 
There was absolutely nothing of the 
sensational in the child’s playing, 
only a pure, sincere devotion to the 
art itself and a marvelous power of 
expressing it, “throfigh the -composi- 
tions of the great masters, as well as 
the fruits of her own rare genius. 
The wee maiden’s lovely personalit 
doubles the charm of her playing, an 
her perfect self-possession and simple, 
unspoiled grace might well teach a 
lesson to: many an older musician. She 
entcred unescorted, made her graceful 
curtesies to her applauding admirers, 
and, tripping to the grand piano, 
climbed upon the stool and plunged 
at once into the work before her. Her 
tiny feet fell far short of reaching 
the floor, and it was only by bending 
her supple little body that she was 
able to reach the ends of the  key- 
board. Her gracefully-poised head, 
with its clustering curls of gold, rising 
like a flower from her simple little 
white frock, bent over the keys, and 
the wee genius was apparently ob- 
livious of the fact that hundreds of 
eyes and ears were watching her with 
the closest attention. Her simple 
pleasure in the unbounded delight of 
the audience at the close of her num- 
bers, and the  fetchingly dignified 
manrer with which she received the 
beautiful flowers bestowed upon her, 
were charming to witness. The pro- 
gramme was so evenly and artistl- 
eally rendered as to make a choice 
difficult, but perhaps among the most 
enjoyable numbers were the Chopin 
nocturne and valse and the Gedard 
mazurka, ‘the latter being  given_ @ 
articularly brilliant rendering. Pa- 
betes own compositions were full of 
a charming grace and quaint con- 
ceits, worked out coherently and with 
much originality. At. the close of 
the group comprising the Beethoven, 
Chopin and two of her own numbers, 
little Paloma was recalled again and 
again, and finally responded with the 
“Pizzicati’ (Delibes,) which she gave 
with much dainitiness and spirit. At 
the close of the programme, short 
themes were written on slips of paper 
by persons in the audience, collected in 


a hat and handed to the child, who 


drew out one and climbed up before 
the piano again to further astonish her 
audience by improvising. Without a 
moment’s hesitation Paloma read the 
theme through, and proceeded at once 
to wérk it out in original and interest- 
ing form, the slip of paper meanwhile 
having been removed as soon as the 
little pianiste had grasped its message. 
Rounds of most enthusiastic applause 
followed the improvisation, and the lit- 
tle maiden, nothing loth, walked over 
to the hat containing the other themes, 
and, drawing out another, wove it also 
into a graceful composition.

AGAINST LABOR CONTRACTS. 


American Federation Denounces 
Sueh Lerisiation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) Dec. 16.—When 
the American Federation of Labor met 
today, the Committee on Resolutions 
introduced resolution urging the 
Federation of Labor to give its earnest 
encouragement to the proposed legisla- 
tion on behalf of the union barbers of 
the country. The resolution was dis- 
cussed by several delegates, and was 
finally referred to the State branches 
without recammendation. 

Delegate Elderkin offered a resojution 
reciting that, as the Supreme Court in 
the decision of the Arago case, has held 
that specific enforcement of contracts 
to laber are not inhibited by the Con- 
stitution of the United States, the 
American Federation of Labor appeals 
to “all lovers of their kind to watch 
for, and if possible prevent, any legis- 
lation by any State Legislature or by 
Congress which shall in any way give 
force to the principle laid down in this 
decision.” The resolution also urges 
upon Congress ‘to blot from the pres- 
ent statutes the provision which now 
make this principle enforceable upon 
ccamen and fishermen.” 

One of the most. .important reports 
of the session was that of the special 
committee on convict labor. It was the 
sense of the committee that the em- 
ployment of convict labor should be 
primarily for self-support, and at the 
furthest for the making of goods that 
should be used in State institutions. 

The Southwick Bill that is to be in- 
troduced in Congress embodies the idea 
of the committee, and it is recom- 
mended that it be sanctioned by the 
fegeration. The adoption of the com- 
mittee’s recommendation of the South- 
wick Bill was moved, but it was ob- 
jected to by some that the bill does 
not provide that the law shall cover 
United States prisoners as well as State 
prisoners, and another reading was 
called for. The hour for adjournment 
having arrived, the second reading was 
postponed until the afternoon. session,

WEBB’S OFFICIAL CAREER WILL 
END TODAY. 


His Desperate Efforts to Prevent 
the Council from Removing Him 
Prove Futile. 


WRIT OF PROHIBITION DENIED. 


JUDGE SHAW DECIDES THAT HE 
MAY BE SUSPENDED: 


The Injunction Proceedings Brought 
to a Sudden Close—Judge Smith 
Sets Aside the Grand Jury 
Indictment Against Webb. | 


Webb’s tenure of office is fast draw- 
ing to a close. The Council will meet 
at 10 o’clock this morning to suspend 
him, and there is now no doubt that 
this will be accomplished. Webb's 
desperate efforts to avert such action 
have proved unavailing. 

The ordinance will also be passed for 

the special election in the Seventh 
Ward to’ elect a successor for Adams. 
, The attempt of Walter L. Webb to 
obtain a writ of prohibition from Judge 
Shaw enjoining the City Council from 
Suspending him from office as a mem- 
ber of the City Board of Education 
proved unsuccessful, his attorneys be- 
ing Overruled on every point yesterday. 
The main contention in support of the 
petition was that the charges preferred 
against Webb and now under investi- 
gation cannot be classed as criminal, 
as they constitute only a misdemeanor 
under the statutes. Judge Shaw ruled 
that whether the charges constituted 
either a misdemeanor or a felony, they 
would be of a criminal nature. The 
City Council, therefore, was proceeding 
In strict conformity with the statutes 
and city charter. 

Judge Smith sustained the demurrer 
to the indictment filed against Webb 
by the grand jury and ordered the de- 
fendant discharged. The court ruled 
that the grand jury acted without au- 
thority as the alleged crime constituted 
a misdemeanor over which the grand 


jury and the Superior Court had no 
jurisdiction.

City Council Will Meet Again This 

Morning for the Purpose of Re- 

| moving Webb from Office—Spe- 

cial Election in the Seventh 
Ward, 


‘An interregnum is at hand in the 
reign of Walter L. Webb, the school- 
board boss. The Council will meet 


‘again this morning, and it is practi- 


cally assured that it will suspend 
Webb from office. 

This is the final outcome of the legal 
proceedings yesterday. 

‘The Council met pursuant to the 
special call at 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning. As the Councilmen came 
into the chamber they were served 
with copies of a writ of prohibition re- 
straining them from removing Webb 
from office. It was obvious that pro- 
ceedings must bs delayed until a hear- 
ing had been obtained upon the writ. 

The City Attorney was summoned to 
the Council chaniber. He said: 

“Gentlemen, I have prepared an ordi- 
mance here pursuant to instruction, 
calling a special election in the Sev- 
enth Ward for the selection of a sue- 
cessor to J. F. Adams, the ex-Seventh 
Ward school director. There are eleven 
precincts in the ward and eight elec- 
tion officers will be required for each 
precinct. The names of these men 
must be inserted in the ordinance be- 
fore its passage. These names should 
be settled immediately. 

“During the past fifteen minutes the 
members of itthis Council have been 
served with a writ of prohibition, com- 
manding them to refrain from inter- 
fering with the school representative 
of the Ninth Ward. 

“This matter will be given considera- 
tion by the court this afternoon at 2 
o’clock, and (Maj. Lee will represent the 
city. We would suggest that the 


- Council, when it adjourns, adjourn to 


meet tomorrow morning @: 10 o’clock. 
By that time, the court will doubtless 
have rendered its decision in this in- 
junction proceeding,” 

In accordance with the City Attor- 
ltey’s suggestion, an adjournment was 
‘aken until 10 o’clock this morning. 

Shortly afterward the news reached 
the City Hall that Judge Smith had 
quashed the indictment against Webb, 
and it was at frst feared that the 
Council was thereby deprived of all 
power to suspend Webb. Later in the 
lay Judge Shaw set these fears at 
rest when he denied the writ of pro- 
libition, and announced the opinion 
that the accusation filed by the grand 
jury against Webb was a criminal 
proceeding within the meaning of that 
section of the charter which confers 
ypon the Council the power to sgus- 
send him from office, 

At today’s meeting the Council will 
probably pass the ordinance. for the 
special election in the Seventh Ward. 
't involves the appointment of eighty- 
“ght election officers, and will prob- 
tbly cost the city over $600.

IWEBB BADLY WORSTED. 


UNABLE TO HAVE COUNCIL EN- 
JOINED FROM SUSPENDING HIM, 


Bat His Attorneys Succeed in Hav- 
ing the Grand Jury Indictment 


Jury Has Jurisdiction. 


The indictment filed against Walter 
Webb by the grand jury for the alleged 
exaction of $60 from Janitor Cooper, 
was quashed by Judge Smith upon a 
demurrer filed on Wednesday by 
Webb’s attorneys, and Webb was or- 
dered discharged. Later on Judge Shaw 
denied a petition for a writ prohibiting 
the City Council from suspending Webb 
from office pending the investigation 
of his official conduct now in progress. 

As to the indictment, Judge Smith 
decided that the grand jury had acted 
without authority, as the offense 
charged against Webb was a misde- 
meanor, for which no indictment could 
be brought and over which the Superior 
Court had no jurisdiction. 

Dist.-Atty. Donnell represented that 
he had advised the grand jury to simi- 
lar effect a week before the indictment 
was brought, but that that body in- 
sisted over his objections. One of the 
jurors has explained his reason for 
urging the filing of an indictment by 
saying: ‘‘Well, we'll make out the in- 
dictment, anyway. We'll do as much 
as Poker Davis—the best we can.” 

In support of their petition for an 
order enjoining the City Council from 
suspending Webb from the Board of 
Education, Webb’s attorneys argued 
that. the Council had no authority to 
suspend under the statutes, as no crim- 
inal proceedings were pending against 
him. The offense alleged being a mis- 
demeanor, they contended, the provision 
of the statutes set forth in justification 
by the Council could not apply. 

Judge Shaw held that the charges 
Were purely of a criminal nature, 
whether classed as a misdemeanor or 
a felony. 

The hearing on the writ of prohibi- 
tion came up at 2 o’clock. Webb and 
his attorneys, Meserve and, Oliver, were 
in court promptly at the appointed 
time. City Attorney Dunn and H. D. 
Lee, Esq., the latter representing the 
League for Better City Government, ar- 
rived shortly after, and the proceedings 
began. Mr. Meserve presented the pe- 
tition for a writ of prohibition in which 
it was contended that the City Council 
has no jurisdiction, right, power or pre- 
rogative to try him or suspend or re- 
move him from office as member “of 
the Board of Education; that if the 
Council assumes to do so it will cause 
him great annoyance in the enjoyment 
of his office, and will cause him and 
the constituency he represents great 
and irreparable, injury and annoyance. 

The petition then proceeded to pray 
that an alternative writ of prohibition 
be issued commanding the City Coun- 
cil to desist and refrain from further 
attempting to interfere with his rights 
in office. 

Mr. Meserve entered upon a lengthy 
argument in support of the writ of pro-. 
hibition being made perpetual, contend- 
ing that no criminal charge had been 
preferred against Webb and therefore 
the City Council had no authority to 
suspend him, supporting his position 
by reading the sections of the statutes 


it possible for the City Council to ex- 
ercise such authority only when a 
criminal charge was pending against 
the officer in question. 

Maj. Lee,.in reply, insisted that a 
criminal charge was pending against 


» Webb, whether it be classed as a mis- 


demeanor or a felony, and the Citv 
Council, therefore, had a full and per- 
fect right to suspend Webb. The laws 
respecting corrupt acts of judicial of- 
ficers, Maj. Lee contended, do not apn- 
ply to the case of Webb, as his w 

a purely ministerial office and subject 
to the provisions of the city charter. 

At this‘juncture, Mr. Meserve took 
occasion to enter an apology. 

“T did not expect that the attorneys 
on the other side would contend that 
the proceedings were not of a criminal 
nature, and I did not come prepared 
with authorities with which to meet 
the points raised by the opposition. As 
the court probably knows, I have had 
my hands full for the past few days— 
working at the City Hall at night, and 
being compelled to appear in court in 
the daytime. If opposing counsel pro- 
poses to press the points just raised. T 
desire the court to allow me time for 
prepa.ration.’’ 

Judge Shaw thought the statutes 
were quite clear upon the subject and 
that no particular difficulty would he 
encountered in winding up matters on 
the spot. 

Then Mr. Meserve resumed his saw- 
ing upon the same old rail, again in- 
sisting that 9. person cov'd not he re- 
moved from office unless charged with a 
felony, and that in the present instance 
‘only a charge of misdemeanor was 
possible, 

“Well, let’s look into this matter a 
little,” interrupted the court, “In the 
first place, I am, satisfied that the sec- 
tion of the city charter providing for 
the susnension of municipal officers 
from office is not in conflict with the 
general laws of the State.

A QUICK JOB. 


Trial of Fred Hall for Burginry 
Lasted Less Than Three Hours. 


A trial by jury lasting less than 
three, hours resulted in the conviction 
of Fred Hail for burglary in the first 
degree in Judge Smith's court yester- 
day.

WILL PAY CASH. 


Joseph Leiter Will Handle Whert 
His Own Way. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
CHICAGO, Dec. 16.—In an interview, 
Joseph Leiter, who is at the head of 
the December wheat deal, said he ex- 
pected to pay cash for all the wheat 
delivered ‘to him and to ship it out of 

Chicago. 

“How much wheat do I expect to 
get?” he said, in response to a ques- 
tion, “that is getting a little too ex- 
act. The elevator people say that I 
will get all the wheat I have bought. 
If I say how much cash wheat I ex- 
pect to get, then everybody wiil know 
as well as I do about how much wheat 
I have bought. I will keep that to my- 
self. My plan is to ship my prcperty 
away. I did that in the fall and it 
was successful. I can get a good deal 
cheaper storage rates at Buffalo or 
New York or at Boston than I can 
here., The lakes are closed, but the 
grain can be sent by rail about as 
cheaply as it could have been seni by. 
lake and rail. Most of it will go out. 
That has been settled. 

“Corner talk is ridiculous. There is 
not any corner; a corner has never 
been contemplated; there won’t be 
any.”’ 

There is much speculation as to how 

uch wheat will be loaded upon Leiter 
and his associates. There is an idea 
that Leiter has 8,000,000 bushels bought, 
and if these figures are realized, there 
will be still left shorts to the extent of 
2,000,000 bushels to help pay toward 
the campaign expenses. Leiter has un- 
questionably forced some settlements 
already. 

It is said Armour will deliver almost 
4.000,000 bushels, and Seaverns and 
Weare and cther elevator people will 
probably contribute 2,000,000 bushels, 
The delivery of the cash wheat on the 
December contracts may end the cam- 
paign and it may not.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


Powers of the Commission Consid- 
ered in the Annual Report. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—The elev- 
enth annual report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission issued today is 
a lengthy document, which touches the 
work of the commission during the 
past year, and includes several sugges- 
tions. Speaking of the powers oi the 
commissien, the report says that a 
suit to recover excess over reasonable 
rates is not an adequate or equitable 

remedy, and continues: 

“Prevention, by fixing and establish- 
ing rates in advance, is the only prac- 
tical legal remedy for extortionate and 
unjust charges, and the law shculd be 
made so plain that neither the com-' 
mission nor the courts can miscon- 
strue or misinterpret its meaning.” 

The report discusses the Supreme 
Court decision denying powcr in the 
commission to prescribe maximum 
rates, and goes on to show why the 
commission has no real power as to 
fixing raies. If the commission is 
given power to fix rates, how .are its 
orders to be made effective and what.

Crops and Markets. 
HERE has been some pretty 
weather during the past week, with 
light frosts in some portions of 
Southern California, and heavy 
frosts in a few exposed places. Little 
damage has, so far, been reported from 
frost. 

There was a sprinkling of rain early 
in the week, but not enough to do 
much good. The farmers are anxiously 
looking for moisture. In some places 
dry plowing is being done. Feed 4s 
running short, and in some places grass 
is dying. Citrus orchards are being ir- 
rigated. The destruction of two large 
. hay barns by fire in Los Angeles dur- 
ing the past month will tend to fur- 
ther raise the price of feed*in this see- 
tion. 

Orange shipments have been going 
forward at fair prices. The outlook 
for the crop continues good, and un- 
less damage from frost or wind should 
interfere, the crop is likely to equal the 
highest figures that have been quoted. 

The dried-fruit market does not show 
much life. Reports frem the East state 
that the market is far from satisfac- 
tory. The strongest item in the list of 
dried fruits is prunes, and these are 
only in active demand for the larger 
sizes. 

The price of walnuts has further de- 
clined in the East, and the market is 
in a very unsatisfactory condition. 

The honey crop of Southern California 
this year is estimated at nearly three 
‘thousand tons. Prices range from 3 to 
4 cents. 

In the local produce market eggs 
and butter have been in more liberal 
supply, and prices of eggs have dropped 
a little further. Quotations will be 
found on the commercial page.

Deciduous Fruit Exchanges. 

T IS expected that, in accordance 
[ wn: the plan outlined at the recent 

meeting of deciduous-fruit growers 
in the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce, a number of local exchanges 
will be organized within the next week. 

It is reported that a good many of 
the fruit growers in this section are 
showing less interest in the movement 
than might be wished. Southern Cali- 
fornia fruit growers will be very 
short-sighted if they fail to recognize 
the importance of standing in together 
for the purpose of marketing their 
product in a profitable way. The bene- 
fits of codperation in fruit shipping 
have been fully Shown in the case of 
the citrus-fruit associations. 

There is another reason why it is 
important that there should be or- 
ganization among the deciduous-fruit 
growers. All reliable persons who have 
recently been in Europe, and who 
have investigated the markets there, 
State that there is a practically un- 
limited field for the introduction cf 
California dried fruit, but that to in-. 
sure a market it must be packed in a 
uniform and systematic manner, under 
certain brands, so that a given quality 
can always be relied upon. Such work 
@s this can only be done through a 
strong organization, with a practical 
business man at the head of it. 


Northern Oranges, 
T IS reported that the success which 
has attended the planting of orange 


trees at Orangevale, near Sacra- 
mento, has led to a very active demand 


cola 


for nursery stock, and buyers are al- 
ready on the market at this early sea- 


son. Last year 25,000 orange trees were , 


taken up to that section. There area 
few navel trees at Orangevale which 
have begun to bear, some of the or- 
anges from which were sold this season 
at from $4 to $5 per box. : 

It will not do for Southern Califor- 
nia orange-growers and owners of or- 
ange lands to entirely ignore the fact 
that citrus fruits are being raised on 

' a limited scale in the sheltered sections 
of Central California. The shipments 
from Porterville, in Tulare county, this 
Season, amounted to fifty carloads. 


An Orange Worm, 


T HAS been stated during the past 
few months by an importer of Mex- 
ican oranges that the Mexican or- 
ange worm has been found in South- 
ern California, but this has, on the 
other hand, been strenuously denied. 
The Pomotropic of Azusa states that 
T. A. Smith and others have found an 
orange worm cccasionally in the rip- 
ening fruit of the present crop. It is 
evident that it is not the Mexican or- 
ange worm. lIt.is undoubtedly a moth, 
in its adult stage. This doubtless re- 
moves it from kinship with the Mexi- 
can worm. The Pomoctropic says: 
“If the larva discovered in this sec- 
tion is found to have ten legs, three 
on each side thoracic and two abdomi- 
nal, it is of the same division as the 
codlin moth and may become a seri- 
ous enemy of the orange-grower, re- 
quiring the use of Paris green and 
other bug juices in unstinted quantities. 
There is an insect known in some 
countries as the orange moth, which 
has the power to pierce the skin of 
the fruit and suck the juice from it, 
but they are not destructive to a great 
extent, as the injury is external. But 
this little newcomer should be treated 
as the enemy he no doubt is, his 
habits studied and discussed and his 
appearance understood. 
lack the assistance of the State Board 
of Horticulture. 
Southern California, the chief of the 
entomological division is not among its 
citizens, and he seldom appears in the 
orange belt. “We hope to have speci- 
mens of the new worm sent in, that 
@ more definite description of the in 
' truder may be given.”

Packing Lemons, 

FFICIALS of the Southern Cali- 
()tornia Fruit Exchange draw atten- 
tion to the necessity of packirg 
lemons in standard boxes, such as are 
required by the eastern trade. One 
grower in Southern California, who 
_ persisted in packing in other boxes 
only received half as much for a car- 
fjoad of lemons as the association did 
Yor a carlead of the same variety, 

packed in boxes of the correct size. 
The proper size of lemon boxes meas- 
ures 10%x14x27 inches, and the favor- 
ite number of lemons packed in the 
box is 300. The exchange reports that 
while -the lemon market in general is 
‘dull, there is a fair demand in the 
East for fancy lemons of the 300 size.

Frccen GILLET of Nevada City, who 


recently wrote to the Los Angeles

A New Orange: 


HIS week one of our pioneer citi- 
‘[ sens, H. H. Smith, who lives on the 

Heichts south of town, called at 
this office and brought with him some 
specimens of oranges, on which he de- 
sired the editorial opinion as to vVa- 
riety and algo as to quality. 

We found the oranges of rather @ 
light color, as compared ‘to the navel. 
but fully as well colored as the St. 
Michael. The size was also that of the 
St. Michael, running from about 200 to 
250. The‘*skin was thin, but not as thin 
as the paper rind. The fruit was abso- 
lutely seedless, with very little rag. 
The pulp wos melting, juicy, luscious 
and sweet. The segments easily sepa- 
rated from each other and were but 
loosely attached to the skin, somewhat 
after the Oonshiu, but not so much 
so. The shape is that of a spheroid, ba- 
ing considerably flattened at both stem 
ond blossom end. This flattening is 
very marked, and is *characteristic of 
all the fruit. This fruit was ready for 
shipment by November first, and was 
thoroughly ripe and sweet at that time. 
The tree scems to be a good and regu- 
lar bearer, thus far. 

It looks to us as if Mr. Smith hada 
originated a new orange and one that 
will prove a valuable one, as it is six 
weeks earlier than the navel and is 
also seedless. We have therefore named 
it the “Redlands Early.”’ There are no 
trees for sale and no buds can be oh- 
tained. Mr. Smith desires to try this 
new orange for ait, least two years more 
before allowing trees or buds to go out 
of his possession. If the original tree. 
and the half dozen he has budded from 
it, show up two years more, as thew 
have shown up the last two years. ik 
will prove to be one of the most valu- 
able discoveries in the orange line sinca 
the introduction of the navel, twenty- 
five years ago. : 

We sincerely hope the Redlands Farly 
will prove to be aH the most sanguine 
could wigh, and shall watch its pros- 
ress with keen interest.—[The Citro-

EDGES might be used much more 
generally and be a.source of pleas- 
ure, and semetimes both pleasure 
and profit. Orange seedlings, budded 
to the dwarf Japanese ‘Varieties, esna- 
cially the kumquat, used for preserves 
and candies, would in the warmer por- . 
tions of ‘the State, make a most ex- 
quisite hedge; . pomegranates woulda 
make another, even more gorgeous: 
Cerasus ilicifolia, or evergreen wild 
cherry, makes a perfect hedge, so far 
as neatness and brightness go, and 
will thrive anywhére in the State, ex- 
cept, of course, in the high mountains; 
Pyrus Japonica, Japanese quince, is 
hardy anywhere and makes a very good 
hedge. While roses of the Banksia or 
Cherckee kind, or Agrippina, or a mix- 
ture of all three, make most artistic 
and beautiful hedges. ‘ 
One rarely see a hedge here of any- 
thing but Monterey cypress or laurus- 
tinus, good enough in their way, but 
there are many prettier. Enonymus, 
particularly the aurea or golden va- 
riety, is very bright and neat, ‘and 
may be kent as a border for many 
years not exceeding six or eight inches 
in height, or it will make a hedge four 
feet high in a short time. There are 
many other plants which will do as 
hedges in California, and they are 
vastly more pleasing to the eye than 
fences, of whatever kind, for town lots, 
or as inclosures for the country resi- 
dence or farm  house.—[Cailfornia 
Fruit Grower.

Make Fresh Nests Often, 


LEANLINESS in every department 

ofthe breeding and management of 

fowls is absolutely essential to sue- 
cess, and just to the extent that the 
fowls are negiected or, slighted, there 
will be a lack of pleasurable success. 
While there are many poultry-breeders, 
as well as farmers, who raise fowls in 
large numbers, who regularly clean out 
their henhouses, removing and care- 
fully housing the droppings thus ob- 
tained, the number of persons who 
pay the proper attention to the nests 
and nesting boxes is very limited. It 
seems that the majerity of fowl-rais- 
ers have an idea that a nest is good 
enough for a year’s service, when once 
properly made, no matter how many 
times a brood of young chicks has 
been hatched in it. 

When the nests are used merely as 
laying nests, they may do through a 
season, but by making new nests sev- 
eral times during the year, and burn- 
ing the old ones, you foster cleanli- 
ness and prevent lice and ether para- 
sites from gaining a lodgment. If the 
nests are used for sitters, as soon as 
the hen is taken off with her brood, 
out with the nest and burn the straw 
at once or you will soon have a 
healthy let of lice to deal with, which 
Will worry your poultry so that im- 
provement will be but a slow race in- 
deed. Fresh nests, neatly and nicely 
made, induce the hens to lay in them, 
keep the eggs clean and give a tidy, 
attractive appearanee to the premises, 
so that you will not be ashamed when 
friends or customers call to see them.

Chino Creamery. 
ORE cows are being put in every 
week now for the Chino Valley 
‘Creamery, and it is gradually 
working up to the important position it 
is sure to occupy among our industries. 
Tomorrow H. J. Teague will increase 
his milk delivery by about eight hun- 
dred pounds a day, when ‘the receipts 
will run up to 2000 pounds a day. The 
creamery management hopes to multi- 
ply this amount by ten’in six months. 
They are now shipping to Les Angeles 
every other day an average of about 
two hundred pounds of the finest but- 
ter ever put on the Los Angeles mar- 


ket. The dealers give this credit, and 
the consumers give it. 

The price paid for milk being based 
on its quality, as well as the market 
price of butter, it is interesting to note 
what the producers are receiving. The 
following are the per centages of butter 
fat and the price paid for the milk this 
week, the price of butter being 25 cents 
per pound:

Maj. Easton has bought three regis- 
tered Jersey cows in Los ,Angeles, 
whose guaranteed milk tests have been 
6, 7% and 9% per cent. respectively. 
This is something really remarkable. 
G. Freeman has a cow now giving

ures as these are rare, and cannot be 
quoted as a guide, but good breeding, 
good feeding and good care do the 
work. 

The management of the creamery still 
offers to put a receiving and separating 
plant in town as soon as enough milk is 
assured to warrant them in doing so.

Dorset Horned Sheep, 


RIGINALLY Dorset horned sheep, 

say 100 years ago, had black noses 

and were small, 
and improvement they now cerry white 
noses, and size increased, although they 
keep their noted quality as big milkers 
and extra mothers. 

They are great Jamb producers, and 
have been known to produce as many 
as four and six lambs at a birth. Of 
course this is not usual. My personal 
experience is: No. 2033, my imported 
ewe, had wo lambs in March, ’96, and 
two more in December, ‘96, and No. 3007 
had f{*'ve lambs in leven morths in two 
litters. This is one cause of the grow- 
ing demand for Dorgeis, and another 
cause is that their lambs are extra 
healthy and strong at birth, and with 
the big milking qualities of the ewes, 
the lambs grow big quickly. 

Their wool is good quality and me- 
dium length, and the flock as shown 
after shearing averaged seven and a 
half pounds to the fleece. Have had 
yearlings shear ten pounds; bucks and 
four yearling ewes averaged nine 
pounds this year. 

I would not go so far as to say Dor- 
set horned sheep are “dog proof,” as 
advertised by some, but believe they 
make a better stand against all dogs 
than other breeds. My own dogs re- 
spect the horns very thuch. Have seen 
a’ ewe with lamb fight a dog and was 
very savage. A writer in Ohio recently 
said that since he kept Dorsets he has 
had no losses from dogs, although he 
had lost Shropshires by dogs during 
the same time. I consider the horns a 
great convenience in catching them, 
and am positive there is no breed more 
docile or easily handled.—[American 
Cultivator. 


Live Stock Notes, 


HE National Stockman tells of a 

farmer who had fourteen clips of 

wool on hand, not having sold any 
since 1883. Whether there are many 
farmers who have such amounts, or 
who have two or three clips, we doubt, 
and we doubt, too, whether the ordi- 
nary farmer has been wise in holding 
his wool so long. If we are not mis- 
taken, there has been times within 
fourteen years that wool would have 
sold for as much or more money than 
it will bring now, and certainly the 
clips of 1884, if it had been sold, and 
the proceeds placed at interest, would 
have amounted to a larger sum than it 
will now bring. 

While we always regret to know of a 
farmer selling any of his produce at too 
low a rate, and allowing the middle- 
man or the speculator to obtain an ex- 
orbitant profit on it, we think the farmer 
loses money more frequently than he 
gains by holding his produce too long. 
We know a farmer who held his wool, 
several tons of it, all through the civil 
war, hoping for a higher price, and his 
loss by so doing amounted to thou- 
sands of dollars. Luckily it did not 
bankrupt him, as it might have done 
a poorer man. The safer method, and 
usually the most profitable one for the 
farmer, is to dispose of what he may 
have to sell. as soon as the goods are 
ready for the market, if he can find a 
market ready for the g°ods.—[Am>ricag 
Cultivator.

Mr. Davis 
has been a business man whose duties 
accustomed him to dealing with sta- 
tistics, andé#he has been devoting his 
leisure for the past ten years to a 
study of the food supply of the world, 
and has reached the conclusion that 
the world is on the eve of a perma- 


staple breadstuffs. 


are increasing faster than the output 
of breadstuffs, -a condition which is 
aggravated by: the fact that the im- 
proved material conditions of many 
European nations results in a greater 
per capita consumption of the finer 
grains, especially wheat, as to which 
he plainly intimates that the present 
secaycity is but trifling to what may 
be expected in the immediate fu- 
ture. Commenting on this view of 
the case, the San Francisco Chronicle 
says: 

“While it is doubtless true that there 
is a limit somewhere to thé popula- 
tion which the globe can maintain, 
and a probability that sometime this 
limit may be reached, experience 
shows that nothing is more hazardous 
than prophesies about the economic 
conditions which are.to prevail in the 
immediate future. It is found — that 
population is less obstinate than has 
sometimes been assumed: if there is 
rot food mankind does not multiply. 
While the general reasoning of Mr. 
Davis will apply to all breadstuffs. 
his article is mainly devoted to wheat. 

“The population ef Europe and Eu- 
ropean lineage are the bread-caters. 
Other dense populations, live in ‘the 
main upon rice, or the coarser forms 
of food. Since 1871 the bread-eating 
populations haye increased 3742 per 
cent. With the exception of Russia, 
and. possibly Turkey, the per capita 
consumption has increased in all coun- 
tries for which statistics are available.

DEMAND FOR COUNTRY LAND. 


AN ENGLISH PAPER REVAMPS AN 
OLD COMPLAINT. 


Sugar-beet Land—Many New Set- 
tlers Coming to California—De- 
velopment of the River | 
Section, 


Dealers report the local real estate 
market as quiet during the past week. 
{t is not expected that there will be any 
jgoteworthy revival of business until 
{ter the holidays, when {t is expected 
that several large trades, which have 
veen pending for some months past, 
will be closed up. 

A STRIKING EXHIBIT. 

One encouraging feature of the mar- 
tet is the continued activity in build- 
ng operations. The Chamber of 
Sommerce has just published an illus- 
rated folder which makes a striking 
‘xhibit in this line. It consists of half- 
one reproductions of photographs of 
the principal business blocks now in 
sourse of construction in Los Angeles. 
Qn the first page of the cover is the 
lollowing: 

“Is Los Angeles still growing? Ans- 
wering this we call your attention to 
the illustrations, showing seventeen 
ousiness blocks in course of construc- 
ion, October 8, 1897. The total amount 
»f money invested in these blocks is 
11,005,000.”’

-ompany to Thomas Smart, who buys 
ior himself and Eastern capitalists, 
who propose to irrigate the land by 
bumping from the Gage canal with an 
‘lectriec pumping plant, and will then 
let out citrus fruit trees. 

Citrus orchards are held, on an aver- 
‘wwe, for at least 20 per cent. higher 
rvrices than were ask for them a 
rear ago. 

SUGAR BEET LAND.

of suger beets. The large new fac- 
tory in Ventura county will probably 
soon be followed by another in San 
Luis Obispo county. In Monterey 
county, the King ranch of 12,000 acres, 
has been purchased by the Spreckels 
Sugar Company for a price stated to 
acre. 
About half the ranch will be planted 
this season in beets, and the product 
will be shipped to the big sugar fac- 
tory at Salinas, which is now in course 
of construction. 

Those who are thinking of purchas- 
ing sugar-beet land in California would 


do well not to wait too long, as there. 


is every probability that the coming 
year will see a marked advance in the 
price of such property. 

SETTLERS COMING. 


W. H. Mills, land agent of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
states that the prospects for Califor- 
nia were never better than they are 
at present. Inquiries for California 
lands have been received from all 
parts of the Union, and indications 
are that there will be a great many 
visitors here from the Northwest, 
and from the Eastern States, who 
will spend the winter, if not settle here 
permanently. During the month of 
November just past, there have been 
more land sales than for any one 
month since 1889. 

One circumstance which has worked 
in favor of California is the yellow 
fever in the South, which has induced 
many persons who thought of settling. 
thera to give up the idea. 
ENGLISHMEN AND CALIFORNIA 

LAND. 


A correspondent sends The Times 
the following editorial extract from an 
English paper: 

“Young gentlemen witha little 
money and a roving turn of mind, 
who may be tempted by advertise- 
ments to go and grow fruit in Cali- 
fornia, would do well, before pur-. 
chasing their outfit, to study carefully 
a consular report on the prospects of 
farmers in California, and it is odds 
but they change their minds. The re- 
port shows, among other things, that 
the value of land in California has 


fallen during the last few years from | 


36 to 50 per cent., and that ‘any but 
the best lands are now ‘almost un- 
salable.’ For this very reason Ameri- 
can agenis are eager to sell their lands 
to novices on this side. It is true that 
you can get land cheaply in California 
just now, but any amount of caution 

must be exercised in purchasing. 
Moreover, more fruit is produced in 
the State than there is a profitable 
market for, and large quantitics are 
allowed to rot because picking does 
not pay. The prospects of the indus- 
try are, in fact, gloomy in Califor- 
nia, more especially as Mexican com- 
petition is increasing, and the State 
by no means appears a promising field 
for raw young capitalists.” 

These remarks undoubtedly refer to 


00 | that celebrated report of Consul War- 


burton of San Francisco, which was 
freely commented upon in this depart- 
ment about a year ago. It is not true 
that the value of land in California 
“has fallen during the last few years 
from 36 to 50 per cent.,”” nor it is true 
that “‘any but the best lands are now 
almost unsalable.” On the contrary, 
there is today a good, steady demand 
for land of all descriptions throughout 
the State, at fair prices, It is true 
that caution must Pxercised in pur- 
chasing land in~ ifornia, also any- 
where else. There is not more fruit 
produced in the State than there is a 
profitable market for, and neither 
large nor small quantities of good fruit 
are allowed to rot because picking does 
not pav, although jt is true that sec- 
ond-class fruit is frequently_a glut 
on the market, and is likely to be 
more so from year to year, as growers 
learn to raise only the best quality of 
fruit. The prospects of the fruit indus- 
try. in California are not gloomy, but 
are brighter than they have been for 


many years, the fact having been fully 
shown that there is a practically limit- 
less market for California dried fruits 
in Europe, as soon as they are put up 
in uniform grades. 

THE RIVER SECTION. 


The application made by the Mateco- 


street Railroad Company for permis- 


sion to change its motive power to 
electricity, draws attention to the fact 
that there has been a quiet but steady 
development of the section just west 
of the river, through which this line 
runs. A number of modest cottages 
have been built in that section during 
the past year, most of the owners o: 
which are employed in local factories. 
As The Times has _ frequently re- 
marked, the section east of Alameda 
street, between Third street and the 
southern city limits, is undoubtedly 
destined to become the chief manufac- 
turing section of Los Angeles, and will 
in time be thickly settled up with fac- 
tories and workingmen’s cottages. 
A NORTHERN BOULEVARD. 

While Los Angeles has been  talk- 
ing about a boulevard, Sacramento is 
going to build one. By a vote of 
nearly seven to one, the people of that 
county have voted in favor of issuing 
$75,000 in bonds for. the purpose of 
building a macadam road between that 
city and Folsom, twenty-three miles. 
It will be a model road. The macadam 
will. be twenty feet wide, with an im- 
proved earth road on either side, each 
of the same width. All the bridges 
and culverts will be of granite. The 
State has donated the. crushed rock, 
as the road leads to the State prison, 
and it will be deeded to the State. It 


is intended to make this road a model 


for. all future road-building in this 
State. 

When shall we have such a road as 
this in Southern California? It will 
nat do to let the northern part of the 
State get ahead of us in this line of 
improvement, or newcomers will be 
apt to think that the reputation of 
Southern California as the most pro- 
gressive and enterprising section of the 
Sittate is not well founded.

STEADY DEVELOPMENT THE 
RANDSBURG DISTRICT, 


Revival cf Mining Activity in the 
Julinn Region—Peninsula Mines. 
Nen-Assessable Stocks — Tellu- 
rium—Gcood Returns from Crip- 
ple Creek Mines-Grub Stakes. 


Whatever activity there has been 
in the mining business during the past 
week has certainly not been reflected 
on the stock board in Los Angeles, 
which has been in a most depressed 


condition, few shares being sold, and 
those at low prices. Officers of the 
exchange express the belief that 


business will pick up after the holi- 
days. 
RANDSBURG. 

Two events of much importance to 
Randsburg are the opening of the new 
ten-stamp mill at Johannesburg and 
the opening of the railroad to that 
place. The mill is a complete one in 
every respect, and is expected to do 
good work. The -railroad will doubt- 


less bring many investors to the camp.

There is every indi- 
cation that before many months some 
important, developments will be made 
in several of the Randsburg mines, 
where work is being steadily prose- 
cuted. The epeculative era of the 
camp has passed, and work is now be- 
ing done in a businesslike way.

THE PENINSULA MINES. 

A number of American mining men 
have been investigating the Jacalitos 
district, in Lower California, and some 
Los Angeies people are about to in- 
vest there. The camp is said to be 
one of the most promising in the West, 
having immense bodies of low grade 


gold ore, free milling, with plenty of 


wood and water. The San Diego Union 
states that ex-Gov. H. H. Markham and 
associates have acquired the Piedad 
mine and the old Hayes mill, at Jaca- 
litos, and are preparing to open -up 
work on a large scale. Mr. Kwiatkow- 
ski, Gov. Markham’s expert, is now 
purchasing a large pump and engine 
to pump the mine out. With capital 
to handle it, this mine is very prom- 
ising. 

At Alamo the of the mines 
is said to be flourishing. The Viznaga 
mill is at work night and day on good 
ore, turning out .a gold brick regu- 
larly. A good streak was struck in 
the Montezuma the other day. The 
San David, owned by the Alamo Syn- 
Gicate, Limited, is the star. producer of 
the camp, furnishing ore enough to 
keep a mill going constantly. 

NON-ASSESSABLE STOCKS. 

The Mining and Scientific Press has 
the following sensible remarks on the 
cuestion of non-assessable stocks, 
which remarks are in line with a state- 
ment recently made in this depart- 
ment: /

now, dealing in  non-assessable 
stocks, somewhat after the Colorado 
method, and some criticism is vouch- 


safed in contrast to the San Francisco. 


method’ of handling stocks which are 


subject to assessment. This matter 


| has been so often discussed that little 


remains to be said that has not been 
better said already. To those who 
approach the subject with settled con- 
victiongd either way argument is use-. 
less. Where the company has plenty 
of money at the start probably the non- 
assessable plan is a good: one, though 
usually corporations on that basis,come 
to grief in case of the refusal on the 
part of the stockholders to agree on 
some plan for’ providing sufficient 
development funds. True, owners of 
assessable stock may be frozen out, 
as indeed any good thing may be 
abused; but so far as known no suc- 
cessful substitute has been feund for 
an assessment where money is needed 
to prosecute further work, with the 
alternative of either supplying the 
money or shutting down. So long as 
men are of different minds, some wil-

TELLURIUM. 
Tellurium has _ occasionally been 


found in this section, in small quanti- 
ties. Any miner or prospector who has 
a blow-pipe, alcohol lamp, and a few 


drops of sulphuric acid can, in a few 


minutes, determine whether tcllurium 
is present in ores. All that is neces- 
sary is to break «ff a small piece of ore, 
place it in a small porcelain dish, pre- 
viously warmed so as to avoid break- 
ing, apply the blow-pipe until the cre 
is in an oxidized heat, then one or two 
drops of sulphuric acid on the porcelain 
dish; allowing to mix with ore. The re- 
action will immediately follow, if tel- 
lurium is present, by beautiful carmine 
and purple colors. 
CRIPPLE CREEK. 

The Mining Investor of Cripple 
Creek publishes an estimate of the 
dividends distributed by Cripple Creck 
mining companies during the present 
year, the total amounting to the large 
figure of $1,230,600. Besides furnishing 
these dividends, large sums of money 
have been added to the treasury re- 
serye funds of the companies, the total 
approximating a round million dollars. 
Besides this, there has been heavy ex- 
penditure in permanent improvements, 
such-as-machinery, buildings, etc., and 
a@ vast amount of development work 
has been pne. No accounting has been 
made by fndividual mine-owners, such 
as Mr. Stratton, who is credited with 
$500,000 from the Independence during 
the present year.

GRUB STAKERS. 

The mining editor of the Examiner 
gives the following good advice to those 
who are thinking of furnishing men 
with a grub stake for the Klondike: 

“The people who cannot go to the 
Yukon country next spring, and are 
thinking of Wrubstaking some one and 
sending him up, should give the matter 
serious consideration and sclect only a 
man suitable for the work he has to do. 
Because a person is strong, healthy 
and energetic it does not follow he will 
do well in a mining region or be fit for 
the work to be done there. Many per- 
sons are thinking of selecting men with

with the idea that he may be able to 
negotiate for claims instead of locating 
or opening them. This may be all right, 
but it is not prospecting or mining. 
Moreover, the men up in the Yukon 
eountry are perfectly well aware of the 
value of their claims and are not to be 
easHy wheedled out of them. The fact 
is that nine out of ten of the men 
thus far grubstaked into that region 
are unfitted fag the task. The very 
hard work and hardships they: meet 
discourage the majority and they ac- 
complish little or nothing. Though the 
conditions in that region are diffetent 
from what are to be met in most min- 
ing districts, yet it is nevertheless true 
that the best men to go there are those 
who have been accustomed to mining or 
prospecting.

EASTERN FRUIT MARKETS. The 
New York Journal of Commerce in its 
article on the holiday trade says the 
interest in raisins centers in layers and 
clusters, which are wanted for Christ- 
mas, but that offerings are light. In 
St. Louis California raisins were in 
good demand, but at lower prices than 
last year. 


THE RAMIE PROBLEM. It is well 
known that the ramie plant can be 
grown to almost any extent in South- 
ern California, Arizona and New Mex- 
jeo, but the difficulty in the way of 
its use has been to find some cheap 
method of preparing the fiber so as to 
get rid cf the gum it contains. It is 
said that a London firm has solved the 
problem by the discovery of an infu- 
sion that extracts all the gum from 
the fiber. This is a mest valuable dis- 
covery, one that will lead to the use of 
ramia on a large scale, as When thor- 
oughly cleansed it can he woven into 
fabrics almost equal to silks. 


GENER AL BU SINESS TOPICS. 

TRAVEL WESTWARD, The failw ay 
companies and railway agencies are, 
through their representatives, a unit 
in saying that the travel westward this 
year has been, up to the present time, 
one of the largest since the roads were 
opened. The exodus from the East to 
Southern California began this sea- 
son earlier than usual, one agency re- 
porting that since September 15 last 
their business has been steadily good. 
It is also stated that the number of 
excursion parties from eastern cities 
to Southern California will probably be 
in excess of previous years, but these 
are not booked to arrive until about the 
first of the year. 

In further confirmation of this a dis- 
patch from Chicago in this morning's 
Times announces that one of the over- 
land railways will, after the first of 
the year, run its limited express be- 
tween Chicago and Los Angeles three 
times a week instead of twice a week 
as heretofore, the reason given for the 
increase being that two trains would 
not be sufficient to handle the traffic 
after the holidays.

SUDDEN DEATH OF JOHN W. VAN- 
DERVORT AT ECHO MOUNTAIN. 


He Was One of Pauasadena’s Most 
Pronrinent Citizens — Sequel to 
the Marringe of a Whittier 

| School Teacher and a Reforma- 
tory Boy—Fire on Grand Avenue, 


PASADENA, Dec. 16.—[Regular: Correspond- 
ence.] This city was shocked teday to hear 
of the sudden death of Jobn W. Vandervort, a 
well-known and highly-respected cit'zen. Mr, 
Vandervort went yesterday afternoon to Echo 
Mountain, ate his dinner and chatted for an 
hour or more with Manager J. S. Torrance, 
and was apparently in the best of health and 
spirits when he retired carly in the evening. 
When he did not come to breakfast at his 
usual hour this morning, a boy was sent to 
call him, but obtained no response to the call. 
An investigation resulted in finding Mr. Ven- 
dervort dead in his bed. Death had been 
caused by a severe hemorrhage. That his 
demise was painless was evidenced by the 
natural position in which the body was found, 
and the fact that the bed covers were not dis- 


arranged. 

Ofjate Mr. Vandervort had spent consider- 
able time at the Echo Mountain House, hav- 
ing come down to Pasadena only last Satur- 
day after a week’s stay, and returned yester. 
day to remain a week or two longer. He had 
been a sufferer from asthmatic and pulmon- 
ary troubles, and the high altitude had often 
proved beneficial. His troubles were not ap- 
parently so aggravated of late as to caus> any 
alarm among his family and friends. His 
immediate relatives in Pasadena were his 
mother and his brother, Robert T. Vander- 
vort.. He also leaves a sister, Mrs. W. H. 
Hurd of Pittsburgh, Pa. , 

Mr. Vandervoort was born in Pittsburgh, 
October 4, 1837, and was a member of the 
Carnegie Steel Works Company, and stil] re- 
tained an interest in that concern at the time 
-of his death. The funeral will occur Sunday 
at 1:30 from his late residence, on 
East Colorado street, corner of Oakland ave- 
nue. Undertaker Reynolds returned from 
Echo Mountain this afternoon with the body. 

Mr. Vandervort was a large property-holder 
in Pasadena, where he has been a res.dent 
tweive years.

New Trial Probable, the Foreman of 
the Jury not Being an American 
Citizen — New Mining Company

After being ouc all night, the 
jury in the case of John F. Milner this morn- 
ing rendered a _ verdict of manslaught 
against the defendant, who was on trial for 
the killing of S. J. Darrah at Snow Creck. 

The case went to the jury at 5:30 o’cock 
Wednesday evening, and the verdict was 
brought in at 9:30 o’elock this morning.

Judge Paul R. Wright dec ared 
against the project from both principle and 
policy. Grant Jackson favored the ticket, ana 

. M. Pyle declared against the use of pat- 
ronage against the party by so-called inde- 
pendent officials. “If Republicans nominated 
a good ticket, they would win; if a bad on-, 
they deserved to lose.’’ Mr. Weile and Harry 
LineccIn spoke briefly in opposition to a city 
ticket, believing that the trend of public opin- 
ion would not indorse this action. The deb:te 
was closed with an earnest exhortation by the 
presiding officer for the convention and the 
ticket. A rising vote was taken, showing 
thirty-eight in favor and fourteen against a 
city ticket.

SANTA ANA, Dec. 16.—[Regular Corre- 
epondence.]

THE TEN-BLOCK SYSTEM. 


from the Firat Assistant 

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dee. 8, 1897. 

Dear sir: Your letter of. the 24 inst., 
inclosing extracts from the Rural Cali- 
fornian in favor of the adoption of the 
ten-block system of numbering coun- 
try residences, has been received and 
considered. 

The plan proposed seems to be an ad- 
mirable one and well adapted to com- 
munities where, as in Southern Califor- 
nia, the roads are laid out with regu- 
larity according to a pre-arranged 
plan. Your suggestion that rural free 
delivery should: be made. conditional 
upon the country being properly pre- 
pared for it by the adoption and estal- 
lishing of this system would shut off 
free delivery from a large proportion 
of the States which are now having 
the advantage of the experimental fre- 
delivery service. As you will see from 
the details given in the annual report 
of the First Assistant Postmaster- 
General herewith transmitted, there 
are some districts where rural free de- 
livery is carried over sections of coun- 
try where there are™fo public roads for 
considerable distances, and it is in 
those comparatively inaccessible dis- 
tricts where the advantages of the ser- 
vice are most keenly appreciated. 

It is quite obvious, however, that the 
plan of numbering roads and houses 
as suggested by you would greatly fa- 
Cilitate the extension of free delivery 
in rural districts, and the department 
would be glad to see it widely adopted.

Memorandum by Mr. Bancroft: 

Seeing reference in the public press 
to the attention being given to rural 
free mail delivery by the Postoffice 
Department, I wrete to Gen. Heath, 
First Assistant Postmaster-General, 
and inclosed a cHpping from a Los An- 
geles paper showing that an effort in 
rural progress is being made in the di- 
rection of work preparatory to number- 
ing country houses in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The above. is his answer. 

The thought in my. suggestion sas 
not to deprive any community of whar 
they now have, but that if the ten- 
block system should be required as a 
basis for extending rural free mail de- 
livery, it would be ai great ad- 
vantage itto both the communities them- 
selves as well as to the Postoflice De- 
partment. 

By the report inclosed with the let- 
ter to me it is shown that the experi- 
mental delivery of mail over the road- 
less districts referred to cost as much 
as 6.34 cents for each piece of mail 
matter. delivered, whilé in the Santa 
Clara Vailey the cost was but 0.6 cents 
each. 

With the ten-block system estab- 
lished a@ string of mail depot bexes 
could be located along all the distrib- 
uting routes in which the incoming 
mail for a neighborhood could be placed 
by the postman, and out of which he 
could take the outgoing mail, which 
he would post at the first office visited 
6 him. In this way better mail ser- 
vice could be rendered to the rural dis- 
tricts than in any other way, and at 
a reduction of the cost of maintaining 
many of the small country postoffices. 

The ten-block system isthe only plan 
ever suggested that will help the coun- 
try in the matter of locating its resi- 
dents. Not a serious criticism has ever 
been uttered against it, and still there 
Seems to be a backwardness about 
actually establishing it and reaping the 
many advantages of it. 

Gen. Heath does not seem to fully 
realize that the ten-block system is as 
well adapted to a sparsely-settled sec- 
tion, where the roads are creoked and 
hilly, as over straight, level and thick- 
ly-populated roads. All that is required 
is a road. It should, of course, be an 
established and permanent one, and the 
system will fit it perfectly. If there 
are but few people living upon a road 
it can be established upon a basis that 
Will cost less than would naturally be 
expended upon itt in thickly-settled 
sections, and it woutld be worth ten 
times its cost if done upon a sensible 
and economical basis. 

It will be noticed, however, that he 
admits that the system would greatly 
facilitate the extension of free dciiv- 
ery in rural districts; and that the 
Postoffice Department would be glad to 
have it widely adopted. 

Why: sheuld not Southern California 
lead the way in this advance move- 
ment? 

A Southern California editor re- 
cently said: ‘The cost of doing the 
work is ridiculously email as compared 
to the benefits to be derived therefrom, 
Those directly interested, those whose 
vocation keeps them in the country 
should certainly see to it that the idea 
ig not dropped until the county govern- 
ments can be brought to see the great 
advantages of the plan and constrained 
to put it in operation.” 

Guide boards must be posted and 
maintained according to law. The 
block stones should be _ furnished, 
dressed and lettered all ready for set- 
ting, by the rock-crushing plant at the 
Folsom State Prison, either free or at 
a trifling cost. The other expenses are 
but very li-tle. 

If the Beard of Supervisors of Los 
Ange'es county would appoint the com- 
mittee to do some preparatory work 
and fully investigate and evolve a de- 
tailed plan for establishing the system 
as it has been requested to do by the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, the Goard of Trade and the 
Chamber of Commerce, by numerous 
papers and individuals, there would 
then be something definite to consider. 
What is wanted is an official report. 
The cost of the committee is hut nomi- 
nal, as they are to have no compensa-

QUESTION OF RESPONSIBILITY. 


W. H. Hiolabird Explains His Alina- 
sions to Street Superintendent. 
The following correspondence was 
elicited by remarks made by a speaker 
at the mass meeting last Saturday 
night, and it sufficiently explaing itself: 
“LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 14, 1897, 
“W. A. Holabird, Esq.—Dear Sir: In. 
reading Sundays Times I neticed that 
in the report of ‘the proceedings of the 
citizen’s meeting held the night pre- 
Vious, you were quoted as having 
made an allusion to my office, in which 
you desired an investigation be held 
in my department to ascertain “why 
the streets could not be so kept that 
you could get across without the use of 
stilts.’’ Il have since heen informed 
by one of my inspectors (Mr. Domin- 
guez) that you had stated to him that 
your remarks referred to street sweep- 
lam satisfied 
that a gentleman of your standing in 
this community would not do me this 
injustice, if cognizant of ths tacts; 
therefore 1 desire to state that the 
Supervision of the street sweeping, and 
the street sprinkling, is entirely out of 
my department and I have nothing 
more to do with the same than any 
private citizen. The facts being as 
I have stated, and knowing full well 
that you do not wish to place the 
blame where it does not belong, I ask 
that you do me the justice to explain 
in the columns of The Times what 
you referred to in your widely quoted 
remarks. I ama public servant and I 
have honestly endeavored to do my 
full duty to the people in the capacity 
of Street Superintendent, and I do 
not like criticism directed to my de- 
partment unjustly. Awaiting a favor- 

able reply, I remain,

“LOS ANGELES, Cal., Dec. 16, 1897. 

“Editor of The Times, City: On last 
Saturday evening I attended the meet- 
ing of the League for Better City Gov- 
ernment, and as was reported in your 
Sunday issuc, I volunteered to be one 
of one hundred who would eubscribe 
$25 each toward creating a fund for a 
further investigation of the affairs of 
the .various departments of our city 
government, believing as a taxpayer 
to be a good investment. I made a 
provision in my statement that when 
the committee was through with the 
Board of School Trustees, they should 
‘take up the Street Superintendent and 
ascertain if possible why we could not 
have cleaner streets, that at present 
it was diflicult to get across the streets 
without the use of stilts. 

“On Monday I received a call from 
Mr. F. E. Dominguez, stating that he 
represented John H. Drain, Street 
Superintendent, and he wished to 
know what I inferred by my state- 
ment. He said I did Mr. Drain a 
great injustice, as he had nothing 
whatever tp do with street cleaning, 
and incidentally Mr. Dominguez took 
occasion to remark that Mr. Webb was 
& very much persecuted man, and 
that present charges were due to one 
particular man from personal reasons; 
that he was guiltlees and absolutely 
honest, and the trial now on would 
demonstrate that fact. Mr. Domin- 
guez tock more time in behalf of Webb 
than for his client. I asgured Mr. 
Dominguez that my only desire was to 
be one of many citizens who would in- 
sist upon an honest city government, 
and I hoped I was one of many who 
would insist upon clean streets. I 
supposed this interview would end the 
matter, but yesterday Mr. Dominguez 
again returned and handed me the let- 
ter herewith attached, asking me to 
state in The Times that I referred to 
street sweeping and not to the Street 
Superintendent. I had no desire nor 
have I now any intention of reflecting 
upon Mr. Drain as an individual, but 
if he fs not Superintendent of Streets 
in fact, it would be well for the Coun- 
cil to change his title, and I would 
suggest Superintendent of Odd Jobs 
would be a very appropriate and fitting 
title, because then no responsibility 
particularly would be resting upon 
him. It seems absurd to give a man 
the title Mr. Drain carries and relieve 
him of so serious a responsibility as 
that of keeping the streets of our city 
clean. I know of nothing viler in the 
way of strects anywhere than Second 
street between Broadway and Spring 
today, for instance, and it is a very 
palpable fact to any resident of the 
city of Los Angeles who is at all con- 
versant with the facts in the case that 
our streets are nét kept clean; and 
there is a popular belief entertained by 
business men that by the honest ex- 
penditure of the same amount of money 
now appropriated, we could have our 
business streets clean enough to attract 
attention favorably instead of caus- 
ing expressions of disgust.

In the streNs of Los Angeles now and 
acain is secen\a smart, well set up 
young fellow in‘a neat gray uniform, 
very much like that worn by the West 
Point cadets. Itis also not unlike the 
Whittier uniforms, but the boys that 
Wear it are particularly unlike the 
Whittier boys. + 

They are the cadets of the Los An- 
geles Military Academy, the only mili- 
tary boarding echoocl] in Southern Cali- 
fernia. This school is managed by W 
R. Wheat, the son of an army oilicer, 
and a young man who has himself 
undergone the salutary discipline of a 
military education. The cadets are the 


sons of a number of wealthy and 
prominent citizens of ‘Los Angeles, 
and also include boys from eastern 


cities who have been sent to grow up 
into sturdy menhood in the-sunshine 
of Southern California. 

. The sehool itself is perched on a hill 
abeut a mile beyond Westlake Pari. 
in one of the loveliest spots bet ween 
the city and the Cahuenga Valley. The 
main building stands in the center cf 
a lo-acre campus, Which gives aniple 
room fer the ball-grounds,§ tennis- 
court, parade grounds, hievele and 
running track, over which the boys 
turn themselves loose during the hours 
of recreation. The ocean breeze 
sweeps straight up the valley, temperr- 
warmth of the sunshine and 
giving a crisp tang to the air, 

Abeut ene hundred yards from the 
school is the “home,” a pleasant, home- 
like place, where the younger boys are 
kept under the motherly care of Mrs. 
Wheat, mother ef the manager. rhe 
Older bovs live fn the main building, 
With the exception of some of the civ 
scholars, who live at home. The mode 
of life is almost exactly the same as at 
West Point, from reveille at 6 a m. to 
taps at 9:50 p. m. The drill, inspec- 
tion, etc... are under the charge of che 
military instructor, Capt. H. Lincoln 
Batchelder, and a competent corps of 
teachers attend to the several ciasses 
in the schoolrcoms. 

At the beginning of each term the 
boys *-> divided into two companies, 
the “Reds” and the “Blues.” An en- 
ergetic, friendly rivalry exists between 
these companies, and each. side is anx- 
Jjous«to outdo the other, beth on the 
ficeld- and in the classrcam, and so win 
the prizes at the end of the term 
which give the school its “Honor 
Men.” 

The boys care for their own rooms 
in true military. fashion, and so weil 
do they do it that not a speck of dust 
can be found anywhere. On the lower 
fioor is the playroom, where the boys 
are allowed to racket all they please, so 
long as they do not indulge in rough 
or disorderly conduct. Each boy has 
a locker, which is sacred to. his own 
possession, and: here he keeps a choice 
assortment of bats, balls, Indian clubs, 
and other paraphernalia so necessary 
to the happiness of anv well-regulated 
boy. A gymnasium anda plunge are 
among the future glories to be acquired 
by the academy, and great hopes are 
built on the 
liberal citizen to endow § the 
with these luxuries. 

It is an ideal: place for the trainine 
Movs into that best product of mod- 
ern civilization, an American gentle- 
man, and the hovs themselves are the 
best example of the good effect of the 
healihy, outdoor life and strict mili- 
tary discipline.
